NOTICE    TO    THE  READER. 


THE  following  Paragraph  appeared  in  the 
Hibernian  Journal,  on  the  loth  of  July,  1798, 
extracted  from  Swinney's  Birmingham  Chronicle 
of  Auguft  2d :  "  That  Doctor  James  Cauineld, 
4t  the  Catholic  Bifliop,  and  his  Clergy,  were  pri- 
44  foners  at  large  in  Wexford :  that  they  were 
"  terrified,  but  not  personally  infulted  :  that  the 
"  Bifhop  and  his  Clergy,  on  their  knees,  and 
"  with  uplifted  hands,  faved  fome  of  the  clofe 
"  prifoners,  who  were  brought  out  for  execution 
4C  the  day  before  the  arrival  of  the  King's  troops  ; 
"  and  that  about  twenty  prifoners,  moftly  Protef- 
C4  tants,  were  faved  by  them." — An  anonymous 
writer,  under  the  fignature  of  "  Verax,"  publifiied 
in  the  Dublin  Journal  of  the  16th  of  Auguit,  1798, 
fome  animadverfions  on  the  above  falfe  and  ground- 
lefs  paragraphs,  and  Veritas,  in  anfwer  to  Verax, 
w'rote  a  pamphlet  in  defence  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Clergy  of  the  town  of  Wexford,  fraught  with  the 
grofTeft  mifreprefentations  ;  in  reply  to  which,  Veri- 
dicus  publifhed  the  following  Anfwer,  in  the  month 
of  March,  lygg.

I  WAS  a^onifhed  to  find,  that  a  fhort  Letter,  figned 
Verax,  pubiifhed  in  the  Dublin  Journal,  containing  obfer- 
vations  on  Tome  falfe  aiTertions  ftated  in  Sweeny's  Birming- 
ham Chronicle,  relative  to  the  conduct  of  the  Popiih 
Clergy  at  Wexford,  had  produced^  an  Anfwer  figned 
Veritas  of  no  lefs  than  twenty-feven  Pages.  Nothing  can 
be  a  ftron^er  indication  of  guilt,  than  the  entering  into  a 
defence  a?ain{i  Charges  which  have  not  been  made,  and 
this  is  evidently  the  cafe  of  Veriras,  who  launches  out  into 
a  long:  exculpation  of  the  Popifh  Clergy  of  the  County  of 
Wexford  at  large,  from  a  catalogue  of  heinous  offences, 
of  which,  however  ftrongly  they  fland  convi6led  in  the 
Public  Mind,  Verax  did  not  accufe  them,  as  he  confined 
himfelf  entirelv  to  the  following  fubftantive  points :  That 
the  Popifh  Clergy  in  Wexford  were  not  terrified  or 
Prifoners  at  large,  and  that  they  were  the  only  perfons 
there  poffeffed  of  authority.  For  this  reafon,  Veritas 
appears  tome  to  be  a  very  bad  Advocate  for  his  Sacerdotal 
Friends,  for  by  attempting  to  leden  their  enormities,  he 
only  makes  them  appear  more  prominent. 

And  oftentimes  excufing  of  a  Fault, 
Doth  make  the  Fault  the  worfe  by  the  Excufe  ; 
As  Patches  fet  upon  a  little  Breach, 
Discredit  more  in  hiding  of   the  Flaw, 
Than  did  the  Flaw  before  it  was  fo  patched. 

Shakespeare. 

He  fays,  Page  4,  cf  that  it  is  by  no  means  his  purpofe  to 
"  mveftigate,  much  lefs  to  vindicate,  the  Caufes  or  Mo- 
"  tives  which  led  the  deluded  People  of  this  Country,  to 

e  "  iuch 


"  fuch  fanguinary  A6ts  of  Ferocity  and  Barbarifm."  Now 
I  will  fave  Veritas  the  trouble  of  this  inveftigation,  by 
telling  him  that  many  Do&rines  of  the  Popifh  Church, 
not  only  encouraged,  but  even  recommended  Perfecution 
and  Bloodfhed,  ever  fince  the  beginning  of  the  twelfth 
Century ;  that  thefe  abominable  Doctrines  have  been 
frequently  fancYioned  by  General  Councils,  by  Popes  Bulls 
and  Epiftles,  and  that  they  have  been  conftantly  enforced 
in  every  Country  in  Europe,  where  the  Roman  Pontiff 
had  obtained  any  authority.  What  a  folecifm  then  is 
Veritas  guilty  of,  by  endeavouring  to  excufe  the  Priefthood 
from  the  Imputation  of  conniving  at  the  Extirpation  of 
Heretics,  which  their  Holy  Church  laid  them  under  an 
imperious  neceflity  of  inculcating,  and  which  even  their 
Bifhops  were  bound  to  do  by  their  Oath  of  Inauguration  ! 
To  prove  this  affertion,  it  will  be  necellary  to  make  a  few 
quotations  from  the  hiilory  of  the  middle  ages,  which  I 
hope  will  be  not  only  entertaining,  but  edifying  to  the  reader. 

In  the  Ages  of  midnight  Darknefs  and  Ignorance,  the 
Popes,  from  very  (lender  beginnings,  made  monftrous  Accu- 
mulations of  Wealth  and  Power,*  by  working  on  the 
fuperfiitious  credulity  of  Mankind ;  and  well  knowing 
that  the  polfeflion  of  them  would  be  infecure  when  Reafon 
reafiumed  her  Empire,  they  endeavoured  to  impofe  Fetters 
on  the  human  Mind,  by  a  fet  of  new-fangled  Doctrines,  as 
impious  as  they  are  abfurd.  So  little  idea  had  the  Bifhop  of 
Rome  of  Supremacy  in  the  fifth  Century,  that  when  there 
was  a  Rivalfhip  for  Pre-eminence  between  him  and  the 
Patriarch  of  Conftantinople,  it  was  f  refolved  by  the  28th 
Canon  of  the  Council  of  Chalcedon,  in  the  yearcF  Chrid 
451,  that  the  fame  Rights  and  Honors  which  had  been 
conferred  on  the  Bifhop  of  Rome,  were  due  ro  the  Bifhop 
of  Conftantinople,  on  account  of  the  equal  dignity  and 
luftre  of  the  two  cities,  in  which  thofe  Prelates  exercifed 
their  auchority.  On  the  clofe  of  the  fixth  century,  Pope 
Gregory  lfr.  was  pofiefled  of  immenfe  territories,  and  yet 
he  had  fo  little  idea  of  being" Supreme  Head  of  the  ChrifHan 
Church,  that  when  the  Bifhop  of  Constantinople  affumed

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that  Title,  he  declared  in  a  letter  to  the  Emperor  Mauritius, 
"  that  it  was  a  blafphemous  Trie,  and  that  none  of  the 
"  Roman  Pontiffs  had  ever  affumed  fo  fingular  a  one."  * 
And  in  a  letter  to  the  fame  Patriarch  he  fays,  "  What  wilt 
"  thou  fay  to  Chrift,  the  Head  of  the  Univerfal  Church, 
"  in  the  Day  of  Judgment,  who  thus  endeavoureft  to 
"  fubjed  his  Members  to  thyfelf,  by  this  title  of  Univerfal  ? 
"  Who,  I  afk  thee,  doll  tjiou  imitate  in  this,  but  the 
"  Devil  ?"  f  And  in  a  Letter  to  the  Emprefs  Conftantina, 
he  fays,  "  his  Pride  in  illuming  this  Title,  fhewed  the 
M  Days  of  Anti-Chrid  were  at  hand.  %  Doctor  Troy  fays, 
"  It  is  a  fundamental  article  of  the  Roman  Catho'ic  Faith, 
"  that  the  Pope  or  Bimop  of  Rome,  as  Succeffor  to  St. 
"  Peter,  Prince  ef  the  Apoflles,  in  that  See,  enjoys  by 
"  Divine  right,  a  Spiritual  and  EcclefiafHcal  Primacy, 
"  not  only  of  honour  and  rank,  but  of  real  jurifdi&ion 
i(  and  authority  in  the  UniverUl  Church."  Pafloral 
Letter,  publifhed  in  1793. 

The  fame  Pope,  who  lived  about  the  year  600,  and  was 
known  by  the  name  of  Gregory  the  Great,  made  the 
following  acknowledgment,  Agnofco  Imperatorem  a  Deo 
concedum,  non  Militibos  folum  fed  facerdotibus  imperari, 
"  I  acknowledge  that  a  Prince  having  his  origin  from  God, 
"  if  fupreme  over  nor  only  the  Military,  but  the  Sacerdo- 
"  tal  Power."  j|  He  alfo  called  himfelt  with  true  Chritfian 
humility,  "  Servus  fervorum,  the  ilave  of  flaves."  Now 
let  us  compare  the  humility  of  Gregory  ift,  with  the 
arrogance  of  Pope  Pius  the  5th,  in  the  year  1 5  70,  when 
he  iffued  a  Bull  of  Excommunication,  and  Depofition 
againfl:  Queen  Elizabeth.  It  begins  thus  : 

V  He  that  reigneth  on  High,  to  whom  all  Power  is 
<c  given,  in  Heaven  and  Earth,  hath  committed  the  one 
<c  Holy  Catholic  and  Apoftolic  Church,  out  of  which  there 
**  is  no  Salvation,  to  one  alone  on  Earth,  namely  to  Peter, 
if  Prinee  of  the  Apo files,  and  to  the  Rmian  Pontiff,  fucceftor 
"  of  St.  Peter,  to  be  governed  with  a  plenitude  of  Power. 
"  This  one  he  hath  contf  ituted  Prince  over  all  nations,  and 
"  all  kingdoms,  that  he  might  pluck  up,  deftroy,  diflipate,

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"  bverturn,  plant,  and  build."  We  may  compare  the 
Papal  Power  to  Virgil's  defcription  of •  fame, 

Ingrediturque  folo,   et  caput  inter  nubila  condit. 

Atone  time  creeping  humbly  on  the  Earth,  in  the  guife 
of  a  poor  Pilgrim  ;  at  another,  rearing  its  head  in  the 
Clouds,  as  an  infolent  U  fur  per  over  all  the  Nations  of 
the  Earth.*  The  'Claim  of  the  Popes  to  the  Pontifical 
Chair  depended  as  little  on  their  pretended  fucceflion  to  St. 
Peter,  or  on  their  election  by  the  Cardinals,  or  the  Clergy, 
as  that  of  one  of  our  Ecclefiaftics  to  a  Bifhoprick,  by  the 
election  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter.  One  depended  as  much 
on  the  will  of  the  Emperor,  as  the  other  on  that  of  the 
King.  For  this  reafon,  when  Gregory  the  Great,  about 
the  year  600,  was  elecled,  he  not  wifhing  to  be  advanced 
to  the  Pontificate,  wrote  to  the  Emperor  Mauritius  to 
excufe  him,  and  to  annul  it  ;  but  the  Emperor  refufed  his 
requeli,  and  ratified  his  election. 

This  Pope  obtained  precedence  before  the  Patriarch  of 
Conflantinople  in  the  following;  manner.     The  Emperor 
Mauritius  and  his  family  were  murdered  by  Phocas,  a 
Centurion  in  the  army,  who  ufurped  the  Throne.  Phocas 
applied  to  the  Patriarch  to  fanclion  this  horrid  murder  and 
ufurpation  ;  but  having  refufed  to  do  fo,  he  addrefTed  himfelf 
to  Pope  Gregory,  who  complied,  and  obtained  as  a  reward, 
precedence  before  the  Patriarch. f    Gibbon,   the  hiftorian, 
makes  this  remark  on  it :  "  As  a  fubject  and  a  Chriftian,  it 
<e  was  the  duty  of  Gregory  to  acquiefce  in  the  eftabiimed 
<f  Government,  but  the  joyful  applaufe  with   which  he 
"  falutes  the  fortune  of  the   AlTaffin,   has  fullied  with 
*'  indelible  difgrace,  the  character  of  the  Saint. if%  And 
yet  this  Pope  flands  high  in  the  Romifh  legend  of  Saints.

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This  continued  to  the  clofe  of  the  ninth  Century,  when 
on  the  extinction  of  the  race  of  Charlemagne,  Ad;ian  the 
3d  made  a  decree  that  the  Popes  lhould  be  elected  without 
the  Fmperor's  confent.  Afterwards  Charles  the  Bald,  in 
the  year  876,  refigned  to  the  Pope  all  power  and  authority 
over  the  Roman  See.  *  When  this  falutary  reftraint  of 
the  Emper&rs  over  the  Roman  Pontiff's  was  withdrawn, 
their  ambition  became  fo  inordinate,  ihat  they  aiTumed  4 
power  w  hich  8;rew- to-be  formidable  to  temporal  Princes,  and 
fatal  to  the  peace  of  Europe.  It  was  maintained  by  the 
Do&rine  of  Fxclufive  Salvation,  which  was  admirably 
calculated  to  encreafe  the  feclaries  of  their  Communion, 
and  to  lecure  thofe  who  were  already  within  its  Pale.  This 
doctrine  was  followed  by  Excommunication,  to  which 
Gregory  the  yth,  who  was  advanced  to  the  Popedom  in 
the  year  1073,  iuperadded  the  terrors  of  Persecution.  By 
thele  dreadrul  engines,  the  Popes  were  enabled  to  excite  the 
fubjects  of  Sovereign  Princes  to  dethrone,  and  often  to 
rnuider  them,  if  they  refuted  to  yield  to  their  imperious 
Mandates.  7  he  folio  wing  Emperors  experienced  the  woeful 
effects  of  this  fcourge,  from  the  Popes  whole  names  are 
annexed,  fome  of  them  having  loft  their  thrones  and  their 
lives  by  it.

A  great  number  of  Sovereign  Princes  were  obliged  to 
yield  to  its  ii  rtfiftibJe  and  deftructive  .influence.  The  Popes, 
knowing  that  they  could  not  maintain  fuch  extraordinary 
powers,  and  keep  fuch  extenfive  territories,  to  which  they 
had  fo  bad  a  title,  without  a  fvilem  of  terror,  adopted  the 
following  expedient  to  enforce  it.  Pope  Innocent  the  3d, 
in  the  year  1215,  procured  the  following  decree  to  be  p  uled 
by  the  4th  Council  of  Later  an  f  5    and  the  decrees  of  a

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Legitimate  General  Council,  fuch  as  this  was,  has  always 
been  deemed  infallible  and  irreverfible  in  the  Romifh  church, 
"  Heretics  of  every  kind  againft  the  true  Orthodox 
"  Catholic  faith  fhaH  be  condemned,  and  if  they  fhall  not 
"  prove  their  innocence  by  a  proper  purga'.ion,  they  fhall 
"  be  excommunicated,  and  their  effects  (hall  be  confif- 
"  cated. 

"  All  fecular  powers  fhall  be  compelled  by  Ecclefiaflical 
<c  Cenfures,  to  take  an  oath  to  extirpate  *  within  their 
"  refpe£f.ive  territories,  fuch  of  their  fuhje&s  as  fhall  be 
et  condemned  as  heretics  by  the  Church. 

i(  But  if  a  temporal  Prince  fhall  refufe  to  purge  his  ter- 
((  ritories  of  heretical  pravity,  when  required  to  do  fo,  by 
fi<  the  metropolitan  and  his  fufrragan  Biihops,  let  him  be 
"  excommunicated  ;  and  if  he  fhall  not  make  full  fatis- 
ef  faction  in  a  year,  let  it  be  notified  to  the  Sovereign 
"  Pontiff,  that  he  may  abfolve  his  fuhje6b  from  their  oaths 
r*  of  allegiance,,  and  transfer  his  territories  to  any  other 
"  Catholics,  who  may  enjoy  them  without  any  contra- 
<e  dicYion,-  provided  they  exterminate  all  heretics  in  them, 
6i  and  preferve  the  purity  of  the  Catholic  faith." 

"  All  Catholics  who  fhall  take  up  arms,  for  the  purpofe 
<e  of  extirpating  fuch  heretics,  fhall  enjoy  the  fame  indul- 
4<  gence,  and  the  like  holy  privilege,  with  thofe  who  vifited 
<;  the  Holy  Land."f 

Human  ingenuity  could  not  form  a  better  device,  to 
impofe  the  {hackles  of  fuperfHtion  on  the  human  mind, 
and  that  univerfal  domination  over  Sovereign  Princes,  to 
which  the  Pope  afpired. 

To  enfure  the  execution  of  this  tyrannical  decree,  the 
Bifhops,  who  may  be  regarded  as  the  Pope's  centinek  in 
every  {late  where  popery  prevailed,  were  obliged,  at  their 
inauguration,  to  take  an  oath,  containing  the  loilowing  pa- 
ragraphs 

"  The  rights,  privileges,  and  authority,  of  the  Holy 
"  Roman  Church,  and  of  our  Lord  the  Pope,  and  his 
u  fucceffors,  I  will  be  careful  to  preferve,  defend,  enlarge 
"  and  promote.    All  heretics,  fchifmatics  and  rebels  againil 

"  our

a  Crufade  to  the  Holy  J>and. 
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"  our  {aid  Lord  and  his  fuccefibrs,  I  will  to  the  utmoft  of 
i(  my  power  perfecute  and  impugn." 

In  confequence  of  this  oath,  William  Rufus  told  'Arch- 
bifhop  Anfelm,  that  he  could  not  preferve  his  allegiance  to 
the  Pope,  and  his  temporal  fovereign  at  the  fame  time;  * 
and  Cardinal  De  Retz  tells  usf,  that  the  Parifians  objected 
to  the  miniftry  of  Cardinal  Mazarine,  for  the  fame  reafon. 

Raymond,  Count  of  Thouloufe,  was  the  fir  ft:  Sovereign 
Prince  againft  whom  this  dreadful  engine  was  levelled.  His 
fubje<5ts,  commonly  called  the  Albigenfes  and  the  Waldenfes, 
happened  to  obtain  about  the  clofe  of  the  i  2th  century, 
a  tranflation  of  fome  parts  of  the  New  Teftament ;  and 
becaufe  they  endeavoured  to  conform  their  tenets  and 
practices  to  the  light  of  the  Gofpel,  which  was  repugnant 
to  Popery,  they  were  excommunicated  by  the  Pope;  and 
becaufe  Raymond  refufed  to  perfecute  them,  he  was  deprived 
of  his  dominions  by  the  Pope's  orders  ;  and  Simon  De 
Mountfort,  General  of  the  Crufade,  was  inverted  with  them, 
by  Innocent  3d,  at  the  Council  ot"  Lateran.  It  is  univerfally 
allowed  that  one  million  of  thefe  innocent  people  were  ex- 
tirpated by  the  fword  and  the  gibbet,  in  conformity  to  the 
decree  of  that  Council.  On  this  occafion  the  bloody  Court 
of  Inquifition  was  eftablifhed,  and  the  fuperintendcnce  of 
it  was  committed  by  Gregory  IX.  in  the  year  1233,  to  the 
Dominican  Friars. 

WhenPafchai  II.  excommunicated  the  Emperor  Henry  IV. 
he  called  upon  Robert  Count  of  Flanders,  to  attack,  him 
in  the  following  words:  "  Henricurn  caput  hereticorum  cV 
ej us .fau tores,  pro  viribus  perfequaris  &  impugnesj.  Hoc 
tibi  et  militibus  tuis  precipimus  [|."  "  We  order  you  to 
"  attack  and  persecute,  with  all  your  might,  Henry  the  head 
"  of  the  heretics,  and  his  adherents,  and  thefe  commands 
"  we  give  to  you  and  your  foldiers.,,  The  only  herefy 
of  which  the  Pope  could  accufe  this  innocent  prince  was, 
that  he  oppofed  the  Pope's  claim  to  the  inveftiture  of 
Bifhopricks  within  his  dominions;  and  yet  his  Holinefs 
raifed  the  fon  againft  the  Emperor  his   father,  whom  he 

dethroned

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dethrone d  and  threw  into  a  monaftery,  where  he  died  of 
grief.*  The  Pope  procured  this  fentence  to  be  firft  voted  in 
the  Council  of  Lateran,  A.  D.  iiD2. 

In  that  favage  fcene  of  butchery,  the  maffacre  of  St. 
Bartholomew,  planned  with  all  the  coolnefs  of  deliberation, 
500  gentlemen,  and  10,000  perfons  of  inferior  rank,  were 
murdered  in  one  night,  in  Paris  alone,  becaufe  thev  were 
Proteitants.  Thuanus,  a  Roman  Catholic  writer  of  the 
u-moft  veracity,  was  prefent,  and  gives  a  minute  and  ftriking 
account  of  it,  in  the  52d  book  of  his  celebrated  hiftory. 
The  Roman  Pontiff  being  informed  of  it,  exprefled  great 
joy,  and;  announced  that  the  Cardinals  mould  return  thanks 
to  the  Almighty  for  fo  fign-^1  an  advantage  obtained  for  the 
Holy  See,  and  that  a  jubilee  fhouid  be  obferved  all  over 
Chriftendom.f 

Sixtus  V.  excommunicated  Henry  III.  of  France,  as  a 
heretic,  beeaufe  he  fpared  the  blood  of  his  Proteftant  fub- 
jecbi,  and  he  granted  nine  years  indulgence  to  any  of  his 
people  who  would  bear  arms  againfl  him  ;  upon  this  Jacque 
Clement,  a  friar,  murdered  him  in  his  palace.    In  a  public 
Confiftory  held  at  Rome,   the  Pope  applauded  in  a  long 
premeditated  fpeech,   the  virtue   and  the  firmnefs  of  the 
holy  Friar,  declared  that  his  fervent  zeal  towards  God  fur- 
pa  fled  even  that  of  Judith  and  Eleazer,  and  that  this  affaf- 
iination  was  brought  about  by  the  ordinance  of  divine  Provi- 
dence.:{;    Of  the  many  confpiracies  under  the  fanction  of 
the  Pope  to  murder  Queen  Elizabeth,  I  (hall  mention  but 
two.    Robert  Parfons  and  Edward  Campion,  two  Priefls 
w  ho  conlpired  to  murder  that  Princefs,  obtained  for  them- 
felves  and  all  the  Papifts  of  England,  a  difpenfation  from 
the  rigorous  obfervance  of  the  bull  fulminated  againft  her  by 
Pope  Pius  V.    It  permitted  them  to  appear  obedient  and 
refpe&ful  to  her,  'till  their  party  was  ftrong  enough  to 
rife  againft  her.    It  ends  thus :    "  The  higheft  Pontiff 
"  granted  the  aforefaid  Graces  to  father  Robert  Parfons 
iC  and  Edward  Campion,  who  are  now  to  take  their  way  to 
"  England,  the   14th   of  April,  1586."  H    But  the  holy 
fathers  were  detected,    arretted,    and  hanged.  William 
Parry*  a  Roman  Catholic  gentleman,  was  encouraged  by 
Palmio,  a  Jefuir,  and  Campeggio  the  Pope's  Nuncio,  to 

murder

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murder  that  Princefs ;  for  which  the  Cardinal  procured  him 
the  Pope's  absolution,  and  paternal  benediction.  Having 
been  difcovered  and  arretted,  he  revealed  the  whole  plot  ; 
and  his  evidence  was  confirmed  by  Cardinal  Como's  letter 
found  upon  him.*  In  this  letter  the  Cardinal  tells  htm, 
n  and  to  the  end  you  may  be  fo  much  the  more  holpen, 
*'  by  that  good  fpirit  which  hath  moved  you  thereunto,  his 
"  Holinefs  doth  grant  you  plenary  indulgence,  and  remillion 
u  of  fins,  alluring  you,  that  befides  the  merit  you  (hall 
<c  therefore  receive  in  Heaven,  his  Holinefs  will  further 
"  make  himfelf  your  debtor,  to  acknowledge  and  requite 
"  your  defervings."  f  Mr.  Everard  Dighy,  an  Kngliih  Gen- 
tleman of  the  Popifh  perfuafion,  was  difcovered  to  be 
concerned  in  the  gun-powder  plot,  for  blowing  up  the  King 
and  the  Parliament.  In  a  letter  to  his  wife,  he  fays,  "  If 
I  thought  there  had  been  the  leaft  fin  in  the  plot,  I  would 
not  have  been  of  it  for  all  the  world,  and  nothing  but  a 
zeal  for  God's  religion  drew  me  into  it."  %  In  the  towns 
of  Toulon,  Tholcufe,  Nifmes,  and  Montauban,  and  the 
country  contiguous  to  thein,  there  are  great  numbers  of 
Proteftants,  who  enjoyed  the  unreftrair.ed  exercife  of  their 
religion  fubfequent  to  the  revolution.  In  the  vear  I  791, 
the  Roman  Catholics  of  thofe  towns,  inftigate'd  bv  their 
priefts,  pubiifhed  an  inflammatory  addrefs  againft  their 
Proteftant  brethren,  at  that  pious  ieafon  when  they  celebrated 
the  maffacre  of  the  Albigenfes  and  Waldenfes.  |J  On  the 
1 8th  of  April  1  7 9 T ,  a  large  party  of  thefe  fanatics  affem- 
bled  in  the  great  hall  of  the  Auguftins,  at  Montauban,  and 
adjourned  thence  to  the  houfe  of  a  Mr.  Du  Barry,  the 
Apoftle  of  this  Cruface.  The  Proteftants  without  excep- 
tion ferved  in  the  National  Guards,  and  were  very  ftfenuoiis 
in  the  caufe  of  liberty;  and  yet  this  mob  of  bigots  (hewed 
a  fanguinary  fpirit  againft  them,  and  a  defire  to  extirpate 
them,  as  infidels  and  heretics.  They  purfued  a  troop 
of  Dragoons,  confiding  moftiy  of  Proteftants,  in*o  a 
guard-houfe,  where  they  continued  a  well  directed  fire 
on  them.     In  vain  they  hung  out  a  white  flag,  as  a

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token  that  they  implored  clemency ;  five  of  them  were 
killed  in  the  acl:  of  fubmiflion;  and  the  whole  of  them 
would  have  been  butchered,  but  thit  the  regiment  of  Lan- 
guedoc  arrived  in  time  for  their  relief,  and  conducted  them, 
covered  v/ith  blood  and  wounds,  to  the  common  priSon, 
while  the  enraged  and  fanatic  multitude  brutally  afked  for 
their  heads.*  At  Nifmes,  where  the  Proteilants  formed 
one-fourth  of  the  people,  many  of  them  were  maffacred  ; 
and  on  the  election  of  the  municipality,  the  priefts  were 
atfiduoufly  employed  in  Swearing  the  people  not  to  vote  for 
Proteftants,  whom  they  marked  by  the  appellation  of  blacks. 
It  is  fingular  that  this  Sanguinary  Spirit  mould  appear  in  the 
priefts  and  their  flocks,  at  that  time,  as  there  were  five 
Commillioners  actually  employed  in  that  country,  bv  the 
Convention,  in  taking  meafures  for  the  confiscation  of  the 
property  of  the  Clergy,  and  the  total  fubverfion  of  their 
order.f 

The  very  fame  fyftem  which  the  Pope  adopted  in  the 
Council  of  Lateran,  in  the  year  1215,  to  extend  and 
fecure  his  monftrous  encroachments  all  over  Christendom, 
v/as  introduced  into  England  in  the  year  1405.  The  Saxon 
Church  was  not  Subjecl:  to  the  Romifh  See,  and  though  the 
Englifli  Monarchs  after  the  Conqueft  refilled,  and  the  Par- 
liament enacted  many  laws  againft  the  Supremacy  of  the 
Roman  Pontiff,  the  Monks,' gradually  and  Silently,  infufed 
the  Papal  fu perditions  into  the  mafs  of  the  people. X  The 
oppreffion  and  extortion  of  the  Roman  Clergy  became  at 
latt  fo  great,  that  the  people  of  England  manireiled  a  ftrong 
defiie  to  conflfcate  their  property,  and  to  renounce  all  con- 
nexion with  the  Holy  See,  in  the  reigns  of  Ed.  III.  Rich.  II. 
Hen.  I  V.  and  Hen.  V.  The  Commons  in  a  body  waited 
on  Hen.  IV.  in  the  year  1404,  and  addrefied  him  to  feize 
the  revenues  of  the  Clergy,  and  to  convert  them  to  the 
benefit  of  the  State.  But  the  Clergy  availed  themfelves  of 
the  peculiarity  of  his  Situation,  to  rivet  the  Shackles  of 
Popery  on  the  people  of  England  much  Stronger  than  ever. 
Henry  the  4th  having  obtained  the  Crown  by  the  commiffion 
of  treafon  and  murder,  was  very  obSequious  to  the  Clergy,

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whofe  fanftion  he  considered  as  necefiary  to  varnifh  over 
the  enormity  of  his  crimes,  and  to  confirm  his  ufurpation  ; 
as  they  were  very  numerous,  their  property  was  immenfe, 
and  they  were  regarded  v/ith  fuperftitious  reverence  by  the 
befotted  multitude.  Early  in  life,  he  had  favoured  the 
doctrines  of  WicklifTe,  but  when  advanced  to  the  throne 
he,  at  the  infrance  of  the  Ecclefiaftics,  prevailed  on  the 
Parliament  to  pafs  a  law,  by  which  it  was  enacted,  that  any 
heretic  who  refufed  to  abjure  his  opinions,  mould  be  tried 
by  the  Bifhop,  or  his  Commiflary,  and  condemned  to  the 
flames  ;  and  the  King  was  to  iffue  his  writ  de  hsereticocom- 
burendo,  by  which  the  Sheriff  was  commanded  to  execute 
the  fentence.  William  Sautre,  Re&or  of  St.  Ofithes,  in 
London,  was  the  firft  perfon  who  fuffered  under  this  fangui- 
nary  law,  in  1405.  The  Britifh  nation  would  have  renounc- 
ed, at  this  period,  the  fuperftitions  of  Popery,  but  for  this 
dreadful  engine  of  perfecution,  which  was  as  terrific  as  the 
Inquifition,  and  under  which  the  Clergy  continued  to  burn 
great  numbers  of  the  followers  of  WicklifTe,  whofe  doc- 
trines were  confonant  to  the  pure  principles  of  cht  iiiianity, 
till  the  Reformation  put  an  end  to  Popery,  and  reftored 
Divine  Evangelical  truth.  Queen  Mary  gave  her  fubjects 
the  ft rongeft  affurance,  by  an  open  declaration  in  Council, 
that  fhe  would  permit  them  to  purfue  any  fuch  religion  as 
their  confeience  mould  dictate ;  but  when  fhe  was  firmly 
eftablifhed  on  her  throne,  fhezealoufly  promoted  the  burning 
of  her  Proteftant  fubje&s.*  Her  conduct,  on  this  occafion, 
was  confonant  to  a  decree  of  a  Council  held  atToledo,f  which 
agreeably  to  that  of  the  Council  of  Lateran  A.  D.  12  15, 
required  all  temporal  Princes  to  purge  their  territories  of 
heretical  pravity  ;  and  if  they  neglected  to  do  fo,  the  Pope 
was  to  abiblve  their  fubjects  from  their  oaths  of  allegiance, 
and  their  dominions  wete  to  be  given  to  Roman  Catho- 
lics. 

After  what  I  have  Mated,  I  think  the  reader  will  be  con- 
vinced of  the  bold  and  groundlefs  affertions  of  Veritas,  and 
how  little  credit  is  to  be  given  to  them,  when  he  fays,  page  1 2,

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"  mad  and  ruthiefs  mob,  loft  as  they  were  to  every  fenfe  of 
"  religion  or  civilization,  cannot  be  juftly  imputed  to  the 
"  religious  tenets  of  Catholics,  on  any  ground,  as  Verax 
"  would  imply. " — Doctor  Troy  lays,  in  his  paftoral  letter, 
publifhed  in  i  798, "  the  religious  principles  of  Roman  Catho- 
"  lies  being  unchangeable,  they  are  applicable  to  all  times."* 

This  pofition  is  ftriclly  true,  and  we  find  them  equally 
deftructive  agjinft  the  Albigenfes  and  Waldenfes  in  the  13th 
century,  againft  the  Proteftants  at  Paris  in  the  16th,  in  the 
expulfion  of  the  Moors  from  Spain,  in  the  Irifn,  Rebellion 
in  1641,  againft  the  Proteltants  of  France  in  1  791,  in  the 
mafTacre  on  Vinegar-hill,  in  the  barn  of  Scuilabogue,t  on 
the  bridge  of  Wexford,  and  in  the  general  carnage  of  Protef- 
tants  which  took  place  in  that  once-peaceful  and  happy  coun- 
ty, on  which  fuch  an  indelible  Main  has  been  caft,  by  the 
fanguinary  fpirit  of  Popery,  that  every  real  friend  to  his. 
country  mould  wifh,  that  its  very  name  were  expunged  from 
the  map  of  Ireland.  We  may  compare  the  Holy  See  at 
prefent,  to  a  Crocodile,  or  to  one  of  the  great  Serpents  of 
Africa,  who,  though  his  head  is  bruifed,  battered,  or  even 
amputated,  yet,  in  his  expiring  efforts,  he  deals  deftructioa 
with  the  vibrations  of  his  tail. 

It  has  been  proved  by  the  affidavits  of  many  different  per- 
Tons,  who  were  compelled  to  attend  the  rebel  carnps,  that  it 
was  an  univerfal  axiom  among;  the  rebel  foldiers,  that  a  Ro- 
man  Catholic  would  enfure  falvation,  by  killing  three  I  ro- 
teftants  ;  and  behold  the  dreadful  effects  of  it !  In  the  13th 
century  a  fimilar  reward  was  held  out  to  fuch  perfons  as 
would  kill  a  certain  number  of  the  Albigenfes  and  Waldenfes. 
The  fpirit  of  Popery  is  equally  deitructive,  at  all  times, 
and  in  all  places, 

Like  the  Pontic  fea, 
Whofe  icy  current  and  compuifive  courfe, 
Ne'er  feels  retiring  ebb.  Shakespeare. 

Doctor  Troy,  in  a  pafloral  letter,  publifhed  in  the  year 
I  793,  tells  us,  that  exclufive  falvation  is  an  eftabliihed  doc- 
trine

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trine  of  his  church,  and  that  it  is  perfectly  innoxious.  Its 
baneful  effects  have  appeared  in  every  region  of  Europe* 
where  Popery  has  exifted;  and  every  perfon  capable  of  re- 
rle£tin^  muft  perceive,  that  ir  is  repugnant  to  the  moral  and 
phyfical  perfections  of  the  Deity,  fubverfive  of  his  attribute? 
or  v<  ifdcm,  juftice,  and  mercy,  which  are  the  main  pillars  of 
the  divine  adminiilration  of  this  world,  and  that  it  is  likely 
to  end  in  Athcifm  ;  for  any  perfon  that  can  be  brought  to 
debafe,  and  dffparage  the  Almighty,  fo  far  as  to  fay,  that 
he  is  fo  unwife,  fo  unjuft,  and  fo  unmerciful,*  as  to  ordain, 
that  a  very  fmall  portion  of  his  creatures  fhall  enjoy  eternal 
happinefs,  and  that  the  remainder  fhall  be  doomed  to  eternal 
punifhment,  becaufe  they  happen  to  difTer  with  them  in 
fome  trifling  tenets  and  ceremonies  will  foon  probably  be- 
come Athetfts.  It  engenders  in  the  lower  clafs  of  people  an 
uncharitable  averiion,  a  cruel  and  unrelenting  fpirit  of  per- 
fection, againft  the  members  of  every  Proteftant  feci:.  The 
dreadful  carnage  which  has  taken  place  in  France,  and  Ire- 
land, verifies  an  observation  made  by  the  wifeft  men,  that 
Atheifm  and  grofs {trperftttion  never  fail  to  produce  the  fame 
efFecis.  I  think  we  may  apply  to  this  abfurd  and  unchari- 
table doclrine,  what  Archbiihop  Tillotfon  did  to  tranfub- 
flantiation,  "  that  it  is  a  mill-frone  round  the  neck  of  Po- 
pery, which  will  one  day  drown  it."  While  on  this  fubje<9: 
I  think  it  right  to  inform  rhe  reader,  that  the  doctrine  of 
tranfubfiantiarion  was  not  invented  'till  the  9th  century, 
and  that  it  was  vehemently  oppofed  by  the  mod  eminent 
divines  of  that  period,  particularly  John  Scotus  Erigena, 
Rabanus  Maurus,  Archbifhop  of  Mentz,  and  Bertram  ;  and 
in  the  1  ith  century  by  Berengarius. 

To  make  the  pubiic  believe,  that  the  perfecution  of 
Protefrants  was  by  no  means  in  the  contemplation  of  the 
rebels,  Veritas  artfully  infmuates,  that  there  were  but  three 
perfons  put  to  death  in  Wexford,  from  the  30th  of  May,  to 
the  20th  of  June,  and  that  of  thefe,  two  were  Roman  Ca- 
tholics. On  the  30th  of  May,  John  Boyd,  Thomas  Spar- 
row, and  one  Hadden,  a  porter,  were  afTaffmated  in  the  town. 
Henry  Box,  a  ffiGe-maker,  and  a  man  of  the  name  of  Cook, 

on

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oh  the  31ft,  contiguous  to  it.    Now  it  is  well  known,  that 
the  two  Roman  Catholics  were  put  to  death,  merely  becaufe 
they  had  done  their  duty  in  giving  evidence  againft  Tome  re- 
bels;  and  particularly  againft  one  Dixon,  a  pried:,  who  had 
been  a  notorious  traitor  ;  and  fuch  was  their  deleftation  of 
them,  that  in  order  to  increafe  the  ignominy  of  their  deaths, 
they  had  them  execured  by  Proteftants,  whom  they  branded 
with  the  appellation  of  heretics.    Veritas  fays,  <c  that  none 
of  thofe  murders,  fave  thofe  of  the  two  Catholics,  came  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  Clergy,  until  thev  were  perpetrated." 
This  proves  that  thev  were  confenting  to  the  immolation  of 
thefe  victims,*  for  their  holy  church  ;  for  it  is  acknowledg- 
ed, that  they  had  previous  knowledge  of  this  affafTination,  and 
it  is  well  known  that  they  were  tried  with  all  the  folemnity 
of  deliberation.    Now,  if  Father  Corrin  could  fave  leventeen 
victims  on  the  20th  of  June,  from  the  rebel  blood-hounds, 
why  did  he  not  refcue  thefe  two  men?    The  truth  is,  they 
were  confidered  as  enemies  to  holy  church,  becaufe  their 
evidence  tended  to  fupport  focial  order  under  a  Psoreftant 
or  heretical  Hate.    In  contradiction  to  what  Veritas  alTerts, 
that  there  were  but  three  perfons  put  to  death  in  Wexford 
from  the  30th  of  May  to  the  20th  of  June,  Jackfon  in  his 
narrative  fays,  page  31,  "  on  the  day  that  information  was 
received  of  the  rebels  being:  defeated  at  Rofs  (which  defeat 
took  place  on  the  5th  day  of  June),  to  revenge  the  lofs,  fif- 
teen of  the  Wexford,  and  ten  of  the  Ennifcorthy  people, 
were  ordered  out  of  the  gaol,  that  he  was  dragged  into  the 
yard,  where  he  found  his  unhappy  comrades  on  their  knees." 
Jackfon  then  fays,  that  Father  Corrin  arrived,  and  fo  far 
influenced  the  rebels,  as  to  prevail  on  them  to  return  into 
the  gaol  the  fifteen  Wexford  men  ;   but  for  thofe  from  En- 
nifcorthy, he  could  obtain  no  remiffion.    Thus  Jackfon,  on 
whofe  veracity  Veritas  relies,  acknowledges,  that  thefe  ten 
prifoners  were  maffacred,  as  foon  as  the  defeat  at  Rofs  was 
known  at  Wexford,  which  muft  have  been  a  day  or  two  at 
rnoft  after  that  event,  as  thefe  towns  are  but  nineteen  miles 
afunder.    Veritas  quotes  the  narrative  of  Charles  Jackfon, 
and  admits  the  truth  of  his  affertions ;  and  he  fays,  page  31, 
that  during  the  two  firft  days  of  his  confinement,  many  pri- 
foners

Veritas  fays,  "  it  is  notorious  to  every  man  in  Wexford, 
"  while  in  poiTeflion  of  the  rebels  (and  many  loyal*  men 
i(  who  remained  there  during  that  period)  that  the  Catholic 
"  clergymen  never  ceafed  by  every  argument  they  could  ad- 
"  duce,  and  by  all  the  influence  and  authority  they  could 
"  be  fuppofed  to  pofiefs  with  a  fanguinary  and  enfuriated  rab- 
"  ble,  to  deprecate  the  efFufion  of  human  blood, — and  this 
"  from  the  altars,  in  the  public  frreets,  at  the  prifons,  and 
"  wherever,  or  whenever,  they  could  perceive  any  intention 
"  of  committing  the  horrid  crime  of  murder."  1  have  my- 
felf  converfed  with  many  perfons,  both  Roman  Catholics 
and  Proteftants,  who  were  in  Wexford  during  that  period, 
and  they  uniformly  allured  me,  that  the  authority  of  the 
Rebel  Generals,  viz-.  Harvey  f  and  Keugh,  had  early  and 
totally  declined,  that  the  Clergy  were  the  only  perfons 
there  pofiefled  of  any  influence,  and  that  the  rebels  revered 
them  not  as  men,  but  as  Gods :  that  in  the  flreets  they 
bowed  low  to  them,  with  their  hats  off,  and  continued  fo 
while  they  were  in  their  fight  ;  and  that  they  never  met 
Doctor  Caulfield,  without  falling  on  their  knees  and  receiv- 
ing his  benediction.  On  the  trial  of  General  Roach,  lately 
held  at  Wexford,  Mr.  Goodhali,  a  yeoman,  who  had  been 
led  to  execution  on  the  bridge,  fwore  that  no  perfon  at  Wex- 
ford could  have  prevented  the  efftifion  of  blood  but  the 
priefts.  After  the  raoft  minute  investigation,  I  never  could 
difcover  a  difference  of  opinion  on  this  point.  On  the  con- 
trary, it  has  appeared,  from  many  collateral  faQs,  that  they 
feldom  exerted  that  authority  which  they  unqueftionably 
had  to  fave  the  lives  of  the  unfortunate  Proteftants.  On 
Trinity  Sunday,  the  3d  of  June,  General  Keugh  informed 
rhe  rebels,  when  on  parade,  that  Doctor  Caulfleld  had  or- 
dered a  fermon  to  be  preached,  fuited  to  the  times  and  to 

their  /

could  not  have  luck  or^race  while  there  were  any  heretics  in  their  Army. 
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their  fitustion,  and  that  they  might  repair  to  the  chapel  to 
hear  it  delivered.  Having  accordingly  marched  them  thi- 
ther, Father  Roach,  chaplain  to  the  Doctor,  preached  a 
fermon,  part  of  which  was  addreffed  to  the  Proteftants,  who, 
from  motives  of  fear,  had  appeared  there  as  Profelvtes  to 
Popery,  and  part  to  the  rebel  pikemen.  I  give  fome  para- 
graphs of  it,  as  related  by  different  perfons  who  were  prefent. 
He  fa  id  to  the  Proteftants :  — 

"  You  come  here  more  from  motives  of  fear  than  fincere 
**  converfion  ;  but  I  tell  you,  that  unlefs  you  are  ftrrcere, 
*'  you  will  all  be  murdered."  Then  addfeiiing  himfelf  to 
the  pikemen  :  "  For  above  an  hundred  years  you  have 
"  luffered  much  from  the  cruelty  and  oppielTion  of  the 
**  Proteftants;  yet  I  would  advife  you  to  fpare  thofe  poor 
**  people,  and  to  deitroy  none  but  your  enemies,  though 
"  you  have  fuffered,  and  are  ftill  fuffering  much  from  the 
**  Proteftants.  You  are  fighting  in  the  caufe  of  God,*  of 
**  your  religion,  and  for  your  rights.  You  have  done  much 
*'  towards  fucceeding,  but  there  remains  a  great  deal  more 
**  to  be  done.  You  have  put  your  hand  to  the  plough,  and 
*'  you  muft  not  ftop  till  you  have  obtained  your  object. " 
He  ftrongly  diffuaded  his  flock  from  attempting  to  make 
profelytes,f  becau£e  he  faid  that  the  proteftants  could  not 
be  fincere.  From  what  he  faid  before,  we  can  eafily  per- 
ceive his  motive  for  difTuading  his  fectaries  from  making 
converts.  A  difcourfe,  fomewhat  fimilar,  was  delivered 
from  the  altar  on  the  10th  day  of  June;  and  on  the  fame 
day  a  proclamation  was  read  from  the  altar,  offering  a  re- 
warc  for  the  apprehenfion  of  James  Boyd,J  Hav/trey  White, 
Hunter  Gowan,  and  A.  H.  Jacob,  Efqrs.  four  magiftrates  of 
diftinguifhed  loyalty.  In  the  fermon  preached  on  this  day 
he  told  the  pikemen  that  they  would  all  be  murdered  un- 
lefs they  fucceeded  ;  and  he  defired  the  priefts  to  make  no 
more  profelytes,  as  they  could  not  be  fincere.    On  the  i  7  th 

day

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day  of  June,  it  was  announced  from  the  altar,  that  a  particu- 
lar day  was  to  be  obferved  as  a  faft  for  the  fuccefs  of  the  war. 
Colonel  Le  Hunte,  and  many  other  refpe&able  perfons  were 
prefent  when  thofe  fermons  were  preached  ;  and  I  will  ap- 
peal to  the  candour  of  the  public,  whether  they  could  have 
been  delivered  without  the  knowledge  and  privity  of  Doctor 
Caulfield. 

The  town  of  Wexford  and  all  the  rebel  camps  were  con- 
ftandy  attended  by  great  numbers  of  priefts,  who  animated 
and  exhorted  the  rebels  by  inflammatory  and  fanguinary  ha- 
rangues*, and  daily  faidmafsfor  them.  The  truth  is,  they 
believed  the  rifing  was  general  all  over  Ireland,  that  Dublin 
was  in  the  hands  of  the  rebels,  and  that  a  complete  fubverfion 
of  the  protellant  irate,  and  a  reparation  from  England,  which 
they  meditated,  muft  take  place. 

Charles  Jackfon  fays,  in  his  Narrative,  page  65,  "  that 
u  the  Wexford  clergy,  not  only  from  the  altar,  but  in  every 
"  place,  and  on  all  occafions,  drove  to  diffuade  the  rebeJs 
"  from  maflacring  their  proteftant  fellow-fubjects."  But 
how  could  he  know  this,  as  he  was  a  clofe  priioner  in  the 
gaol  from  the  31ft  of  May  till  the  21ft  of  June,  when  the 
King's  troops  arrived  ?  Befides,  great  deductions  are  to  be 
made  from  what  he  fays  on  this  point,  as  he  is  married  to  a 
papift. 

Many  refpectable  perfons,  and  fome  of  them  papifts,  have 
declared  without  referve,  thai  the  Popifn  clergy  could  have 
prevented  any  one  individual  from  fuffering,  even  by  a  turn 
of  their  finger.    This  was  the  expreffion  they  made  ufe  of. 

Veritas  denies,  "  that  the  Roman  Catholic  clergy,  then 
"  in  Wexford,  poiTeffed  one  atom  of  authoritv,  except  that 
"  fpiritual  authority  they  ordinarily  po fife's  over  the  loyal, 
"  peaceable^  and  amenable  of  their  communion,  very  few  of 
cc  whom  then  remained  in  Wexford,  to  aid  the  exertions  of 
c<  the  clergy  in  reprefTmg  an  ungovernable  banditti  and 
yet  he  admits  that  Father  Corrin  was  able  to  rcftrain  that 
ungovernable  banditti,  when  they  were  butchering  their 
proteftant  prifoners  on  the  bridge.  So  much  tor  the  reafon- 
ing  of  Veritas.    This  argument,  like  a  weapon  in  the  hand

it.  Now  if  he  had  influence  enough  to  do  fo  at  feven  o'clock 
in  the  evening,  when  their  third  for  blood  was  infatiable, 
why  did  he  not  exert  it  at  two  o'clock,  when  the  bloody  work 
began  at  the  gaol,,  which  is  in  the  town,  and  where  fome 
victims  were  immolated  before  they  proceeded  to  the  bridge  ? 
But  to  palliate  the  latenefs  of  his  interference,  Veritas  afiferts, 
that  "  Do&or  Caulfield,  Mr.  Corrin,  and  every  Catholic 
((  ctergyman  at  Wexford,  were  utterly  ignorant  of  any 
f€  bufmefsof  blood,  either  done  or  intended,  on  the  tragic 
<c  day  of  the  maflacre  on  Wexford  bridge,  until  Mr.  Corrin, 
"  while  at  dinner,  received  a  meflage  from  Mr.  Kellet, 
"  defiring  he  might  haften  to  him  with  all  pofTible  fpeed." 
Now  I  appeal  to  every  perfon  capable  of  reafoning,  whether 
the  Catholic  clergy  could  alone  remain  ignorant  of  the  bar- 
barous defign  of  the  rebels,  when  it  was  announced  an  hour 
before  the  maflacre  began,  by  a  black  flag,  with  a  white 
crofs  on  it,  which  was  carried  through  the  town  in  procefli- 
on,  and  which  petrified  with  horror  every  perfon  of  humanity. 
This  dreadful  fcene  of  carnage  continued  for  five  hours. 
The  victims  were  carried  from  the  gaol  to  the  bridge, 
through  the  main  ilreet,  in  numbers  from  ten  to  twenty, 
lurrounded  by  the  ruthlefs  pikemen,  and  each  procefiion 
was  preceded  by  that  doleful  harbinger  of  death,  the  black 
flag.  In  this  manner  they  butchered  ninety- feven  proteftants, 
and  fome  of  them  rentlemen  of  diftinguifhed  worth*  Could 
this  tragic  fcene  have  continued  fo  many  hours  without  the 
knowledge  of  any  one  individual  in  fo  fmall  a  town  as  Wex- 
ford ?  T  he  idea  is  abfurd;  but  the  truth  is,  no  perfons  are 
lb  blind  or  fo  deaf,  as  thofe  who  are  unwilling  to  fee  or  to 
hear.  It  is  a  fact  univerfally  known,  that  a  perfon  of  huma- 
nity went  to  Doctor  Caulfield,  and  befought  him  to  interfere, 
when  the  rebels  were  about  to  take  out  the  prifoners  to  exe- 
cution, and  that  he  pofitively  refufed  to  do  fo,  but  promifed 
rhat  he  would  fend  his  chaplain  Father  Roach  for  that  pur- 
pofe ;  however  he  never  interfered.  The  Friars  were 
warned  of  it  by  an  inhabitant  of  Wexford,  who  implored 
them  to  command  the  rebels  to  defift  ;  but  they  anfwered, 
that  they  would  recommend,  but  not  command  them  to 

do

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do  fo;   yet  they  never  interfered.    Though  Doctor  Caul- 
field  vvould  not  exert  himfelf  to  prevent  the  effufion  of  blood 
on  the  bridge,  he  repaired  to  Lord  Kingfborough's  lodgings, 
and  difplayed  that  authority  he  was  known  to  pcftefs,  in 
faving  his  life;   and  it  is  univerfally  believed,  that  his  mo- 
tive for  doing  fp  was  this :  ihould  a  reverfe  of  fortune  take 
place,  he  was  a  valuable  hoftage,  and  the  Popiih  clergy 
might  derive  the.  mod  important  advantages  from  having 
faved  the  life  of  a  perfon  of  his  rank  and  influence     In  the 
evening,   after  the  rrn-.lTacre  was  over,  a  number  of  pikemen 
returning  from  the  bridge,  fell  on  their  knees  and  received 
his  benediction.*    This  is  a  fact  univerfally  known.  The 
interference  of  Father  Corrin  happened  thus.     He  chrif- 
tened  a  child  the  morning  of  the  mafiacre  for  Mrs.  Kellet, 
who  is  of  the  Popiih  perfuafion,  and  he  promifed  .to  fave 
her  hufband's  life  :   and  when  Mr.  Kellet  was  led  out  to 
execution,  he  fent  a  meffage  to  Mr.  Corrin  to  apprize  him 
of  the  imminent  danger  he  was  in  ;  on  which  he  repaired 
to  the  bridge  and  refcued  him.    This  evinces  the  plenitude 
of  his  power,  which  if  exerted  at  an  earlier  period,  might 
have  faved  many  valuable  lives.    Different  perfons  at  that 
time  in  Wexford,  and  fame   who  lived  near  the  bridge, 
have  unanimoufly  declared,   that  a  perfon  approached  it 
in  great  hafte,  and  cried  out  "  to  arms,  as  a  reinforce- 
ment was  necefTary   at  Vinegar-hill,  towards  which  the 
King's  troops  were  advancing :"  that  about  that  time  Fa- 
ther Corrin  arrived,  and  expotiulated  with  the  rebels,  and 
defired   them  to  forbear ;   he  then  read  prayers,   or  faid 
mafs,  and  the  rebels  on  rifing  from  their  knees  exclaimed, 
*'  to  camp,  to  camp,  to  Vinegar- hill,  thank  God  we  have 
fent  tbefe  fouls  to  hell  !"f    A  perfon  of  the  utmoft  vera- 
city, who  was  led  out  to  execution,  and  narrowly  efcaped, 
has  pofuively  alTerted,  that  he  believes  Father  Corrin  vvould 
not  have  interfered  at  all,  but  that  he  imagined  there  was 
a  complete  reverfe  of  fortune,  in  confequence  of  the  alarm 
occafioned  by  the  arrival  of  the  mefienger  from  Vinegar- 
hill.    A  very  amiable  lady,  who  refided  during  the  Rebel- 
lion,

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lion,  near  the  bridge,  wrote  an  exa£r.  diary  of  ev?ry  thing 
that  paffed,  and    fhe   fays  in  it,    "  that  foon  after  the 

<c  mafiacre  ceafed,  Mr.  ,  one  of  the  Committee 

"  for  provifions,  came  to  us.  He  was  like  ourfelves,  half 
<s  dead  with  horror,  and  declared,  that  he  entreated  the 
ee  Priefts  to  come  down  with  their  crucifixes,  and  prevent 
"  the  mafTacres,  but  they  all  refufed.  We  told  him  that 
"  Father  Broe  faid  he  had  faved  nineteen  perfons.  This 

<c  Mr.  denied,  and  faid  it  was  the  exprefs  that  faved 

"  them." 

Jackfcn,  on  whofe  veracity  Veritas  relies  fo  much,  fays, 
page  34,  that  while  they  were  torturing  Gurley  on  the 
bridge,  General  Roach  rode  up  in  great  haile,  and  bid  them 
beat  to  arms,  fayir.g  that  Vincgar-hill  camp  was  befet,  and 
that  reinforcements  were  wanting,  that  this  operated  like 
lightening  on  the  rebels,  who  inftantly  quitted  the  bridge, 
and  left  Jackfon  and  the  other  victims  on  their  knees.  That 
the  mob  (confiding  of  more  women  than  men;,  which  had 
been  fpe&ators,  alfo  inftantly  difperfed  in  every  direction, 
fuppofing  the  King's  troops  were  at  hand:  that  the  prifoners, 
Jiupifisd  ivith  horror,  remained  fome  time  on  their  knees*, 
•without  making  any  effort  to  efcape  :  that  the  rebel  guard 
foon  returned,  took  them  back  to  gaol  f,  telling  them  that 
they  mould  not  efcape  any  longer  than  next  day,  when 
neither  man,  woman,  nor  child,  of  the  Protejlants  mould  be 
left  alive.* 

Veritas  fays,  "  that  the  charge  againfr.  the  unfortunate 
fufferers  was  not  their  being  Proteltants,  but  the  motive  pro- 
fefled  by  their  murderers,  whether  true  or  falfe,  was,  that 
they  were  Orangemen,  and  elfewhere,  that  it  was  againft  a 
political,  and  not  a  religious  feci:  of  Proteftants."  This  art- 
ful attempt  to  hide  the  grim,  the  hideous,  the  Gorgon  viiage 
of  Popery,  with  a  political  mafk,    while  fanatical  fury 

againft

fhe  held  \  dagger  in  her  hand  ready  to  fried  their  blood,  Is 
perfectly  conionant  to  thatdiilimulation  which  is  peculiar 
to  the  Popiih  fuperftition. 

Many  years  ago  there  were  bitter  feuds  between  the  Pref- 
byterians  and  the  Roman  Catholics  in  the  county  of  Armagh, 
and  for  a  long  time  the  former  were  denominated  Peep-of- 
Days.  They  originated  from  a  quarrel  which  took  place  at 
the  fair  of  Portnorris,  about  the  year  1785,  between  two  of 
thefe  fectaries,  vvhofe  perfonal  enmity  foon  extended  itfelf 
to  the  entire  body  of  each.  The  Roman  Catholics  aflumed 
the  title  of  Defenders,  becaufe  they  faid  they  could  not  ob- 
tain protection  from  the  laws,  to  which  they  had  recourfe, 
after  having  been  worfted  by  the  Pecp-of-Days.  When 
their  paffions  became  inflamed,  they  proceeded  to  exercife 
the  mod  delperate  outrages  againrteach  other,  in  the  courfe 
of  which  many  lives  were  loft.  The  Defenders*  were  regu- 
larly organized  in  clubs  and  focieties,  fo  early  as  the  year 
1  789,  in  that  county  ;  and  they  committed  many  defperate 
outrages  in  the  year  1  791,  witnefs  the  Barclay  family,  who 
were  butchered  with  favage  barbarity,  at  Forkhill,  on  the 
30th  of  January,  of  that  year.  Some  other  Proteflant  fa- 
milies were  driven  from  that  country  about  the  fame  time, 
and  Mr.  Hudfon,f  the  clergyman  of  the  parifh,  was  fired  at 
twice. 

The  Defenders  were  exclufively  of  the  Popifh  religion, 
and  their  profeffed  object  was  to  deprive  the  Proteftants  of 
their  arms.  In  confequence  of  manv  outrages  and  barbarities 
cifgraceful  to  human  nature,  the  High  Sheriff  and  Grand 
Jury  of  the  county  of  Armagh,  enterred  into  the  following 
Refolutions  at  the  Summer  Afiizes  of  1  791  : 

"  Having  taken  the  ftate  of  the  county  of  Armagh  into 
confideration,  and  being  determined  to  preferve  the  peace, 
we  do  unanimouHy  agree,  that  a  rage  among  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholics, for  illegally  arming  themfelves,  has  of  late  taken 
place,  and  is  truly  alarming.  In  order  then,  to  put  a  flop 
to  fuch  proceedings,  and  to  retlore  tranquillity,  we  do 

pledge

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pledge  ourfelves  to  each  other,  as  magiftrates,  and  indivi- 
duals, and  do  hereby  offer  a  reward  of  five  guineas,  for  the 
conviction  of  each  of  the  firft  twenty  perfons,  illegally  af- 
fembled,  and  armed  as  afo'efaid." 

This  banditti  foon  fpread  themfelves  over  mod  of  the 
counties  of  Leinfter  and  Ulfter,  and  exercifed  nocturnal  af- 
failination  and  plunder,  till  the  end  of  the  year  1795,  or 
the  beginning  of  1796,  when  they  coalefced  with,  and  be- 
came auxiliaries  to  the  United  Irifhrrten.  In  the  year  1 792, 
they  plundered,  or  attacked,  182  houfes  in  the  county  of 
Louth.  At  the  Spring  Affizes  for  that  county,  held  at  Dun- 
dalk,  twenty- one  Defenders  were  fentenced  to  die,  twenty- 
five  to  be  tranfported,  twelve  to  be  imprifoned  a  certain 
time,  for  having  confpired  to  murder  different  perfons,  thir- 
teen indicted  for  murder  put  off  their,  trials,  and  bench  war- 
rants were  iffued  againft  eighty  Defenders  who  abfconded. 

In  the  month  of  January,  1793,  a  large  body  of  them  at- 
tacked a  detachment  of  the  41ft  regiment,  when  on  their 
march,  at  Peterfville,  in  the  county  of  Meath.  In  the  fame 
month,  a  company  of  that  regiment,  while  on  their  march, 
was  wantonly  aflaulted  by  a  large  party  of  defenders,  well 
armed,  in  the  county  of  Leitrim,  between  Manor- Hamilton 
and  Carrick-on-Shannon.  In  the  month  of  February  of' the 
fame  year,  a  detachment  of  the  8th  regiment  was  attacked  by 
them  at  Athboy,*  in  the  county  of  Meath. f 

In  fhort,  in  the  years  1  793,  1  794,  1  795,  and  1  796,  the 
counties  of  Donegal,  Sligo,  Mayo,  Leitrim,  Rofcommon, 
Cavan,  Fermanagh,  Armagh,  Meath  and  Dublin,  were 
agitated  to  an  alarming  degree.  The  fpeech  of  Lord  Weft- 
morland  to  both  Houfes  of  Parliament  on  the  1 6th  of  Auguft, 

1793,  bears  unequivocal  teftimony  of  their  rebellious  and 
turbulent  difpofition.  At  laft,  the  Proteftants  of  the  county 
of  Armagh"  perceiving,  that  unlefs  they  united  for  their  nre- 
fervation,  they  could  not  withfland  this  Popifh  banditti,  who 
were  impelled  by  fanaticifm,  and  organized  into  clubs,  in- 
ftituted  Orange  Societies  for  their  defence,  about  the  year 

1794.  As  tne  Pafli°ns  of  both  parties  were  very  much  in- 
flamed, many  lives  were  loft  in  the  conflicts  which  enfued 
between  them.    It  is  to  be  lamented  that  the  Orangemen  in 

that

that  county,  whcf  obtained  a  decided  fuperiority  over  their 
antagouifts,  pufhed  their  revenge  to  an  extreme;  for  they 
drove  great  numbers  of  the  defenders  into  the  province  of 
Connaught,  in  the  year  1796.  From  the  report  of  the  ref- 
peftable  inhabitants  of  the  county  of  Mayo,  it  appears,  that 
all  the  defenders  who  migrated  thither,  were  virulent  re- 
publicans, and  drenched  with  fupei fcitious  credulity,  being 
all  of  the  fcaptllaf  order  ;  and  I  have  been  well  informed, 
that  they  took  the  lead  among  the  rebels  who  joined  the 
French.  In  the  year  1  795,  the  city  of  Dublin,  and  the  coun- 
try contiguous  to  it,  were  very  much  infefted  by  the  defenders. 
In  the  Summer*  of  that  year,  they  raifed  a  mutiny  in  the 
garrifonof  the  metropolis,  which  put  it  in  imminent  danger; 
and  might  have  been  fatal  to  it,  but  for  the  feafonable  rein- 
forcement which  arrived  there  from  the  camp  of  Lehaun- 
flown.  Their  intemperate  zeal  overcame  their  prudence 
fo  far,  that  the  guard  marching  from  the  barrack  to  the 
Caflle  was  attacked  by  them  on  Effex-bridge,  and  an  at- 
tempt was  made  to  wrench  the  colours  from  the  officer  that 
accompanied  it.  A  dragoon  detached  from  the  Caftle  to 
the  Lord  Lieutenant,  then  refident  at  the  Park,  with  intel- 
ligence of  this  event,  was  feized  by  the  rebels,  cruelly 
beaten  by  them,  and  narrowly  efcaped  afiafnnation.  Many 
thoufands  of  thefe  rebels,  to  prove  their  ftrength  by  their 
numbers,  marched  through. the  city  of  Dublin,  attending  a 
(ham  funeral,  on  the  30th  of  April,  1  797.  In  that  year, 
their  feditious  meetings  were  fo  frequent,  they  committed 
fuch  outrages,  and  their  numbers  encreafed  to  fuch  a  degree, 
that  in  the  month  of  January,  1798,  and  not  before,  the 
Proteftants  of  Dublin  thought  it  prudent  to  unite  for  their 
prefervation,  and  to  prevent  the  Conftitution  from  being 
fubverted.f  They  openly  declared  that  the  only  object  of 
the  Orange  Clubs  was  to  maintain  focial  order,  and  to  pro- 
tect the  lives  and  property  of  all  his  Majeily's  loyal  fubjecfo, 
from  the  fpirit  of  anarchy  and  outrage,  which  had  for  fome 
time  threatened  them.  A  few  Orange  Clubs  v/ere  infti- 
tuted  in  the  year  1797,  in  fome  towns  of  Leinfter  and  Ul- 

frer

declared,  that  the  object  of  their  Union  was  fimilar  to  thofe  * 
formed  in  the  metropolis.    Not  only  their  declarations,  but 
their  conduit,    unquestionably  evinced,   that  their  views 
were  merely  defenfive  ;  for,  except  in  the  county  of  Armagh, 
they  never,  as  Orangemen,  attacked  or  injured  any  of  his 
Majeity's  fubje£ls  ;    and  yet  the   Popith  members  or  the 
Irifh  Union,  knowing  that  they,  by  their  united  ftrength, 
would  form  a  firm  barrier  againft  the  progrefs  of  rebellion, 
denounced  them  as  enemies  to  the  Catholics,  and  declared 
that  their  extirpation  was  the  only  object  of  their  inftitution  ; 
and  this  in  many  parts  of  Leinfter  and  Munfrer,  where 
Orangemen  were  never  known  to  exift.    The  virulent  op- 
pofmon  given  to  the  eftablifhment  of  the  Yeomanry  in 
Dublin,  in  the  year  1796,  by  MeflYs.  K.  and  B.  and  many 
other  members  of  the  Revolutionary  Catholic  Committee, 
of  1792,  flowed  from  the  fame  motive,  and  proved,  that 
they  were  equally  hoftile  to  every  inftitution  which  could 
have  any  tendency  to  prevent  the  fubverfion  of  the  Cohflri- 
tution.    At  all  events,  this  falfe  and  malicious  report  of  the 
defigns  of  the  Orangemen,  produced  the  defired  effect,  an 
indiici  iminate  (laughter  of  Proteftants,  where  the  military,  or 
yeomanry  could  not  protect  them  during  the  rebellion. 

The  ferocious  rebels  often  confeffed,  when  interrogated, 
that  they  never  had  feen,  and  could  not  defcribean  Orange- 
man ;  and  thus  this  artful  difguife  was  eafily  feen  through, 
by  thofe  whofe  minds  were  not  clouded  with  prejudice,  or 
inflamed  by  fanaticifm.  In  the  county  of  Wexford,  the  poor 
Proteftant  peafants  and  mechanics  were  dragged  from  the 
humble  abodes  of  peaceful  induftry  by  their  Popifh  neigh- 
bours, with  whom  they  had  alwayslived  on  terms  of  cordial 
friendfhip,  and  were  cruelly  maffacred  as  Orangemen.  In 
fhort  the  word  Orangeman  was  but  the  warhoop  for  the 
butchery  of  Proteftants ;  for  the  names  of  both  were  fo  art- 
fully confounded,  that  they  are  fynonimous  in  the  opinion  of 
the  common  herd  of  papifts.  Were  the  Albigenfes  and 
W aldenfes,  the  Proteftants  maffacred  at  Paris  on  St.  Bar- 
tholomew, in  Piedmont,  or  the  Cevennes,  or  at  Montau- 
ban  in  the  year  1791,  were  the  Moors  expelled  from  Spain, 
or  the  Proteftants  maffacred  in  Ireland,  in  1 641,  Orange- 
men ?    No,  but  the  fpirit  of  Popery,  as  ravenous  as  the 

grave, 
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grave,  and  as  relentlefs  as  death,  di&ated  their  deftructlon. 
A(k  thofe  pious  fathers,  Do6tor  Coppinger,  Billiop  of 
Cloyne,  and  Doctor  Bellew,  Biftiop  of  Killala,  why  thefe 
infamous  and  groundlefs  reports  about  Orangemen  were  pro- 
pagated in  their  diocefes,  and  whether  there  ever  exifted  a 
perfon  of  that  defcription  in  them  ? 

When  the  poor  fufferers  were  taken  prifoners,  they  were 
afked  whether  they  could  crofs  themfelves,  and  fay  certain 
Fopifli  prayers.  If  they  could,  they  were  difcharged,  if  not, 
they  were  mafiacred  or  imprifoned.* 

Veritas  fays,  "  let  me  aik  who  were  the  prime  movers, 
and  mod  prominent  agitators  in  this  rebellion,  from  the 
origin  to  its  prefent  ftate.  Were  they  in  majority,  or  in  any 
contlderable  degree,  Catholics  of  known  adherence  to  the 
principles  of  their  religion  ?f  No,  thofe  of  them  who  pro* 
fefled  indeed  a  femblance  of  Catholicity,  were  for  the  greater 
part  of  Paine's  fchool,  Catholics  in  profeffion,  but  Deilts  in 
religion,  the  leaders  for  the  mod:  part  Proteftants." 

Veridicus  admits,  that  the  firrt  leaders  and  projectors  of 
the  Rebellion  confifted  of  a  moiley  lid  of  Protectants,  Pref- 
byterians  and  Papifts;  but  it  is  notorious  that  the  latter  art- 
fully concealed  their  fecret  defign  of  extirpating  the  former, 
till  the  rebellion  broke  out  ;  and  after  the  23d  of  May,  we 
cannot  find  a  Tingle  inftance  of  a  Proteitant  in  the  rebel 
ranks,  in  the  province  of  Leinfler,  except  two  or  three 
leaders  at  Wexford,  who  were  depofed  or  loft  all  authority; 
and  for  a  very  obvious  reafon  ;  becaufe  they  found  too  late, 
that  that  monfter  Popifh  Fanaticifm  lurked  behind  the  curtain, 
and  meditated  ths.  deilruclion  of  all  Proteftants  without  dif- 
tin&ion.  It  is  well  known,  that  Generals  Keugh  and  Har- 
vey would  have  fallen  a  prey  to  it,  at  Wexford,  if  the  Re- 
public had  lafted  a  few  days  longer.  In  their  lad  moments 
they  acknowledged,  that  they  difcovered  when  they  could 
not  withdraw,  that  it  was  a  religious  war,  and  that  the  Po- 
pifh priefts  were  the  chief  irrigators  of  it.  The  fanatic 
pikemen  were  conftantly  heard  to  declare  in  Wexford,  that 
they  would  kill  all  heretics,  and  have  but  one  religion.

Bulls,  it  is  obvious  that  every  perfcn  concerned  in  the  late  Rebellion  againffc 
the  Proteitant  State,  a&ed  agreeably  to  the  principles  of  his  Religion. 
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Veritas  fays,  "  happily  for  the  Catholic  church,  there 
are  other,  and  more  refpe£lable  authorities  to  vindicate  its 
loyalty,  and  the  chriflianity  of  its  principles.  Where  were 
the  Catholic  noblemen  and  gentlemen  of  Ireland  during  the 
late  rebellion  ?  They  were  in  the  fame  ranks  with  their 
loyal  Proteflant  fellow-fubje6b,  rallying  around  their  King, 
the  Conftitution,  and  the  laws  of  their  country  ;  and  gal- 
lantly defending  them  againft  the  efforts  of  Rebellion." 

Veridicus  admits,  that  many  of  the  Popifti  noblemen  and 
gentlemen  were  loyal  duir.g  the  rebellion  ;  and  why  ?  be- 
caufe  though  they  conformed  to  a  few  idle  ceremonies,  and 
believed  in  a  few  fpeculative  doctrines  of  their  church,  they 
were  in  their  moral  conduct,  chriihans,  and  not  papifts ; 
but  even  fome  gentlemen,  many  of  the  middle  rank,  and 
almoft  the  whole  of  the  common  h?rd  ot  Papifts,  in  confor- 
mity to  the  genuine  principles  of  their  religion,  indulged 
that  fanguinary  fpirit  againll:  Proteftants,  which  has  been 
frequently  enjoined  by  many  Councils  of  theRomifti  church, 
and  by  innumerable  Papal  Bulls.  The  gentleman  of  that 
profellion  fips  but  the  fur  face  of  the  medicated  Roman 
Chalice,  the  befotted  vulgar  papift  has  drunk  the  very  dregs 
of  its  intoxicating  poifon. 

"  Ilk  impiger  haufit  fpumantern  pateram." 

Chriflianity  and  Popery  differ  widely  from  each  other. 
Our  Saviour  fays,  if  you  love  me,  love  one  another  ;  and 
by  the  6th  commandment,  it  is  laid  down,  "  Thou  (halt  do 
no  murder."  By  the  divine  law  it  is  ordained,  that 
**  Whofo  meddeth  man's  blood,  by  man  fhall  his  blood  be 
fhed,  for  in  the  image  of  God  made  he  man."*  But  the 
Pope,  like  Mahomet,  offers  a  crown  of  eternal  glory  to  thofe 
who  fhall  affaffinate  fuch  cf  their  feilow-creatuies,  as  do 
not  profefs  their  creed.  Our  Saviour  fays,  <c  a  portion  of  all 
fhall  be  faved."  The  Pope,  "  all  thofe  who  are  not  with- 
in the  pale  of  my  church  fhall  be  doomed  to  eternal  damna- 
tion, f  The  holy  fcripture  fays,  fcC  A  Bimop  (hall  be  the 
hufoand  of  one  wife,  and  of  good  behaviour  ;"|  and  in  the

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fame  chapter,  St.  Paul  tells  the  inferior  clergy,  that  their 
wives  mufr.  be  grave,  not  flanderers,  ibber,  faithful  in  all 
th  ngs.  The  Popiih  priefts  would  do  well  to  obferve  this 
doctrine,  inftead  of  following  the  advice  of  the  Pope,  who 
forbids  them  to  marry,  but  tells  them  that  they  may  get  ab- 
foiution  for  committing  fin.  The  Roman  clergy  all  over 
the  continent,  kept  concubines,  when  they  were  at  firft  pro- 
hibited from  marrying,  f 

When  celibacy  was  eftablifhed  in  England,  in  the  12th. 
century,  the  Clergy  gave  univerfally  into  concubinage  ;  and 
the  Bifnops  confined  them  to  one  woman,  to  prevent  it  from 
degenerating  into  Kcentioufn:-fs4 

Our  Saviour  fays,  "  all  thofe  that  take  the  fword,  fhall 
perifh  by  the  fword."  | 

This  prophecy  points  ftrongly  to  the  many  facerdotal  heroes 
who  fell  in  the  rebellion,  by  the  fword  and  the  gibbet.  The 
Pope's  Nuncio,  in  the  year  1771,  bleffed  the  inftruments 
with  which  lome  aiFaiuns  were  to  murder  the  King  of  Po- 
land^ 

In  various  parts  of  holy  writ  it  is  ordered,  that  all  Chris- 
tians fhall  read  the  Bible.<|[  The  Pope,  in  the  4th  rule  of 
his  Index  expurgatorius,  formed  under  the  Council  of  Trent, 
fays,  u  that  no  perfon  (hail  receive  abfolution,  unlefs  he 
firft  gives  up  his  Bible,"  the  ufe  of  which  he  pohtively 
prohibits. 

This  reminds  me  of  an  obfervation  of  Archbifhop  Til- 
lotfon,  "  that  thofe  who  are  working  in  darknefs  are  afraid 
of  the  light,  and  thofe  who  know  that  the  holy  fcripture  is 
againil  them  will  prevent  it  from  being  read."  When  the 
multitude,  (truck  with  the  miracles  of  our  Saviour,  offered 
to  make  him  their  King,  he  anfwered,  that  his  kingdom 
was  not  of  this  world. 

The  Pope  fays,  in  his  Bull  of  Excommunication  againfl: 
Henry  IV.  of  France :  "  The  authority  given  to  St.  Peer, 
and  his  fucceffors,  by  the  immenfe  power  of  the  eternal 

King,

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King,  excels  all  the  power  of  earthly  Kings :  it  paffes  un». 
controulable  fentence  on  them."*" 

How  clearly  is  the  Popiih  Superfiition  foretold  by  St. 
Paul  in  his  Epiflle  to  Timothy,  chap.  iv. 

Now  the  fpirk  fpeaketh  exprefsly,  that  in  the  latter  times 
fome  (hall  depart  from  the  faith,  giving  heed  to  feducing 
fpirits,  and  doctrines  of  devils. 

Forbidding  to  marry,  and  commanding  to  abftain  from 
meats,  which  God  hath  created  to  be  received  with  thanks- 
giving of  them  which  believe  and  know  the  truth. 

Though  Veritas  afferts,  that  the  rebellion  was  confined 
to  a  furious  and  ungovernable  rabble,  it  appears  that  many 
gentlemen  proud  of  their  anceftry,  and  others,  without 
number,  poffeffed  of  conflderable  wealth,  and  railed  far 
above  the  vulgar  by  their  education,  though  of  a  meaner 
rank,  were  deeply  involved  in  it,  John  Colclough  of  Bally- 
teigue,  Fitzhenry,  his  brother-in-law,  John  and  Edward 
Hay,  Edward  Fitzgerald,  Garret  and  William  Byrne  of 
Ballymanus,  Efmond  Kyan,  nephew  to  Sir  Thomas  Ef- 
mond,  were  all  gentlemen.  Of  the  great  number  of  wealthy 
(hop-keepers,  tradefmen,  and  farmers,  in  and  about  Wex- 
ford, I  {hall  only  mention  the  following: — Roach,  a  far- 
mer, was  a  General  in  the  rebel  army — Fraine,  an  opulent 
tanner — Prendergalt,  a  rich  malfter — the  bloody  Thomas 
Dixon,  (hip-owner — Pender  and  Murphy,  (hop-keepers, 
all  of  Wexford. 

All  the  opulent  farmers  and  (hop-keepers  in  and  about 
Ennifcorthy,  with  but  few  exceptions,  and  fome  gentlemen, 
-were  a£tive  rebels.  Among  thefe  we  find,  William  Deve- 
reux  of  Taghmon — V/illiam  Barker,  a  brewer,  and  a  mer- 
chant— Mr.  Pat.  Sutton,  and  his  two  fons — Luke  Byrne,  a 
rich  malfter,  and  his  two  fons.  This  wretch,  though  far 
advanced  in  years,  ufed  to  boaft.  of  the  number  of  Protef- 
tants  he  had  murdered  with  his  own  hand,  and  even  men- 
tioned their  names.  In  the  county  of  Kilda  e,  Doctor 
Efmond,  MefTrs.  Aylmer  and  Fitzgerald,  proud  of  their 
defcent,  were  notorious  rebels.  In  the  county  of  Mayo, 
we  find  the  names  of  Blake,  French,  O'Doude,  M-'Donneil, 
and  Bellew,  vain  of  their  lineage,  leaders  in  the  rebel- 
lion. 


*  This  Bull  occafioned  the  affaffination  of  that  amiable  Monarch, 
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Hon.*  In  that  county  Orangemen  were  univerfally  de- 
pounced  ;  and  yet  none  fuch  ever  exifted  there.  At  the  fair 
of'  Hall,  near  Hollymount,  held  in  the  month  of  Auguft, 
1798,  a  report  was  propagated,  that  the  Orangemen  would 
maffacre  all  the  Roman  Catholics,  which  occafioned  lb  great 
an  ?;larm,  that  none  of  the  farmers  or  peafants  would  ven- 
ture to  deep  in  their  houfes,  for  many  miles  round,  but  af- 
fembled  in  large  bodies  in  the  fields,  where  they  were  fworn 
to  exterminate  Proteftants,  and  join  the  French.  The  re- 
bels at  Killala  refolved  to  mafTacre  the  Proteftant  prilbners 
there  ;  and  left  they  fhouldbe  (lack  in  the  execution  of  their 
pious  defign,  Father  M'Donnell,  a  Popifh  prieft,  entered 
that  town,  the  day  before  the  King's  troops  arrived  there, 
and  announced  that  the  Orangemen  were  murdering  the 
Roman  Catholics.  Wilfon's  hofpit3l,  a  charitable  inftitu- 
tion,  was  deftroyed  by  the  Popifh  rabble  in  the  county  cf 
Weftmeath,  foon  after  the  French  landed.  When  they 
fir  ft  ailembled,  they  were  aiked  by  the  magiftrates,  what 
their  view  in  doing  fo  was  ?  They  anfwered,  that  they 
took  up  arms  to  defend  themfelves  againft  Orangemen,  who 
meditated  their  deftru&ion.  But  on  being  afked  by  the 
magiftrate??f  who  the  Orangemen  were,  they  anfwered 
that  they  did  not  know,  and  that  they  had  never  feen  any 
fuch  perfons.J  It  appears  that  fome  vagabonds  had  rode 
about  the  country,  declaring  aloud,  that  the  Orangemen 
were  mattering  the  Catholics. 

There  cannot  be  a  ftronger  proof  than  this,  that  it  was  a 
Catholic  caufe,  after  the  23d  of  May.  The  Prefbyterians 
in  the  North  were  fo  fenfibie  of  it,  that  they  withdrew  fome 
days  after  the  rebellion  broke  out ;  and  Dicky  the  rebel 
captain  declared,  at  the  place  of  execution,  that  they  dif- 
covered  too  late,  that  it  was  a  Popifh  confpiracy,  and  that 
if  they  had  fucceeded  in  overturning  the  Conftitution,  they 

would

i  Next  day,  viz.  September  4,  they  aflembled  to  the  number  of  500a, 
and  deftroyed  the  hofpital,  becaufe  it  was  a  Proteftant  charitable  iiiftitution, 
and  immediately  after  a  Prieft  faid  Mufs  for  them.  They  then  collected  in 
a  houfe,  a  great  number  of  Proteftant  men,  women,  and  children,  and  would 
have  fet  fire  to  it,  but  that  the  King's  troops  arrived  there. 
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would  have  bad  the  Papifts  to  contend  with.  All  the 
French  officers,  without  relerve,  unanimoufly  declared, 
that  the  firft  object  of  the  rebels  in  Connaught  was,  the 
rnaflacre  of  Protectants,  and  that  they  had  great  difficulty  in 
preventing  it.* 

Doctor  Crump,  a  phyfkian  and  a  gentleman,  attended 
by  a  great  many  Roman  Catholics,  fame  in  good  circum- 
fiances,  paraded  before  General  Humbert's  lodgings,  at 
Caftlebar,  and  urged  the  General,  while  (landing  at  his 
window,  openly  and  aloud,  to  give  them  but  one  hour's  re- 
venge, for  an  hundred  years  of  crueltyf  and  oppreflion, 
which  they  had  fuffered  from  the  Proteftants;  and  he  pub- 
licly avowed  his  intention  of  burning,  in  the  church,  the 
whole  of  that  religion  who  were  at  Caftlebar.  But  Hum- 
bert humanely  refufed  to  affent  to  his  fanguinary  defign. 

About  fixty  Proteftants  were  imprifoned  by  the  rebels  at 
Bailina,  in  the  houfe  of  the  Right  Hon.  Colonel  King,  and 
were  guarded  by  rebel  pikemen.  Father  Owen  Cowlev,  a 
Prieft,  often  vifited  them,  and  treated  them  with  thegreateft 
obloquy  and  abufe,  calling  them  unbaptized  heretics,  and 
he  even  ftruck  fome  of  them.  He  told  them,  with  malig- 
nant pleafure,  that  they  fhould  all  be  handed  next  day  ;  and 
he  would  have  put  his  defign  into  execution,  but  that  in- 
telligence was  received  of  the  victory  obtained  at  Ballyna- 
muck.  It  appeared  that  no  perfon  there  had  fo  much  in- 
fluence as  Father  Cowley;  and  that  none  of  the  prifoners 
were  relieved,  or  could  entertain  a  hope  of  being  relieved, 
but  through  him.  Thefe  facts  have  been  verified  by  affi- 
davit. 

Veritas  fays,  "  the  Proteftants  repeatedly  called  on  the 
Catholic  Clergy  for  written  protections,  but  the  Clergy 
declared  one  and  all,  that  they  could  not,  and  dared  not, 
grant  any  fuch  protection,  nor  would  they  be  of  the  fmalleft 
benefit  ;  but  that  all  they  could  do,  they  would,  which  was 
to  fi^n  petitions,  praying  and  befeeching  of  the  rebels,  in 

the

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the  name  of  Chrift,  for  the  pafTion  of  Chrift,  and  in  every 
claim  or  behoof,  human  and  divine,  that  their  Proteftant 
neighbours  might  be  protected  refpectively  in  their  perfons, 
families,  and  properties." 

Such  a  bold  and  groundlefs  afTertion,  which  can  with 
truth,  be  contradicted  by  every  inhabitant  of  the  town,  and 
county  of  Wexford,  indicates  an  extraordinary  degree  of 
hardened  audacity.    That  many  Prieits  refufed  to  give  pro- 
tections to  Proteftants,  is  mod:  certain,  but  it  is  well  known 
that  thofe  who  could  obtain  them,   never  received  the 
flighted:  injury  ;  and  this  was  invariably  the  cafe,  whether 
they  were  in  the  fhfipe  of  petitions  or  protections.    In  fome 
inllances,  Priefts  granted  them  to  Proteftants,  for  whom 
they  had  a  particular  predilection  ;  but  the  fureft  way  of 
obtaining  them,  was,  to  be  baptized  by  one  of  the  Romifh 
Clergy;  and  of  this  innumerable  inftances  occurred.  Some 
of  the  Popifh  inhabitants  of  Wexford,  who  were  connected 
with  Proteflants,  earneftly  recommended  to  them,  to  be- 
come Profelytes,  by  undergoing  this  ceremony,  well  know- 
ing that  the  total  extirpation  of  the  members  of  the  Pro- 
teftant religion  was  intended  ;  and  in  confequence  of  it, 
great  numbers  of  Proteftants  flocked  to  the  Chapel  for  that 
purpcfe  ;  though  Father  Roach  forbid  the  Priefts,  from  the 
altar,  from  purfuing  that  practice,  becaufe,  as  he  faid,  they 
could  not  be  fincere  ;  but  let  the  public  judge,  from  what 
fecret  motive  he  was  defirous  of  withdrawing  thofe  means  of 
protection  from  the  unfortunate  fufferers. 

A  lady,  whofe  hufband  was  a  clofe  prifoner  in  Wexford, 
received  the  following  protection  from  Father  Corrin  : 

*  I  humbly  requeft,  for  the  fake  of  Chriir,  that  you  will 
protect  Mrs.  and  family. 

"  JOHN  CORRIN, 
"  Parifh  Prieft  of  Wexford." 

Whenever  this  lady  walked  abroad  fhe  was  flopped,  and 
obliged  to  produce  it  to  the  pikemen,  who  on  feeing  it  per- 
mitted her  to  pafs  unmolefted. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  one  given  by  Father  Broe,  a 
Friar,  to  a  perfon  whom  he  had  baptized  : 

"  I  hereby 
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«  I  hereby  certify,  that  A.  B  of  C.  in  the  parifli  of  D. 
"  has  done  his  duty,  and  proved  himfelf  a  Catholic.  Dated 
"  Wexford,  June  21,  1798. 

"  F.  JOHN  BROE  " 

Such  numbers  of  Proteftants  went  to  the  chapel  to  be  bap- 
tized, and  to  receive  protections,  that  they  at  laft  obtained 
a  certain  form,  which  they  copied  and  carried  with  them, 
to  fave  the  Priefts  the  trouble  of  writing  them. 

The  following  was  given  by  a  parifh  Prieir,  near  Tagh- 
mon,  who  was  conftantly  employed  in  chrilTening  heretics  : 

"  Mr.  A.  B.  has  complied  with  every  condition  required 
u  of  him,  and  therefore  is  to  be  flopped  by  no  man. 

«  REV.  BR.  MURPHY." 

June  4,  1  798. 

This  protection  frequently  preferved  the  life  of  the  bearer 
of  it. 

Veritas,  page  7,  quotes  Jackfon's  narrative,  who,  he 
fays,  afierts,  "  ihat  Mr.  Corrin  influenced  the  rebels  fo  far, 
as  to  prevail  on  them  to  return  to  the  goal  the  fifteen  Wex- 
ford men,  but  for  thole  from  Ennifcorthy.  he  could  obtain 
no  remiffion.  Now  it  will  appear,  by  the  following  pro- 
tection, granted  by  Dr.  Caulfield,  to  an  individual  of  that 
town,  that  he  could  protect:  its  inhabitants,  however  odious 
they  were  to  the  rebels,  as  eafily  as  thofe  of  Wexford: 

"  From  the  excellent  character  of  A.  B.  I  beg  leave  in 
<f  the  name  of  Jefus  Chrift,  to  recommend  him  to  be  pro- 
"  teded. 

"  JAMES  CAULFIELD." 

Wexford,  June  15,  1798. 

The  bearer  of  the  above  protection  was  not  molefted 
from  the  moment  he  received  it,  though  he  was  an  inhabi- 
tant of  Ennifcorthy. 

George  Piper,  who  lived  at  Clone,  was  taken  prifoner 
by  the  rebels ;  and  his  wife  having  implored  them  to  fpare 
his  life,  they  Yaid,  they  could  not  grant  her  requeft,  unlefs 

he 
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he  produced  the  protection  of  a  Pried.  She  then  repaired 
to  Father  Redmond,  of  Ferns,  and  befought  him  to  grant 
her  one  ;  but  he  declared  he  would  not  give  a  protection  to 
one  of  her  fort  (meaning  a  Proteftant,)  as  they  would  turn 
againff.  his  party  afterwards,  on  which  the  rebels  put  Piper 
to  death. 

The  following  certificate  was  given  by  Father  James 
Murphy,  a  parifh  Prieft,  who  was  (rationed  at  Vinegar-hill, 
and  was  conftantly  employed  in  baptizing  heretics.  I  give 
an  exacl:  copy  of  it : 

"  I  do  hereby  certify,  that  the  bearer  John  B  

*'  have  prefented  himfelf  for  baptifm,  but  I  think  better  to 
"  poftpone  it  to  another  time,  till  he's  more  fufficiently  in- 
"  ftru&ed,  and  till  he  proves  himfelf,  by  perfevering  in  the 
"  fame  difpofitions.  Given  under  my  hand  this  14th  day 
"  of  June,  1  798. 

«  JAMES  MURPHY."* 

Within  a  fhort  time,  Father  Broe,  the  Friar,  infilled  on, 
and  received  one  milling  as  his  fee,  for  having  chriftened  a 
Protectant  during  the  rebellion  at  Wexford.  Let  Mr. 
Stephen  Ram  be  alked,  whether  a  Protectant  tenant  of  his 
did  not  folicit  Father  Kavenagh,  of  Gorey,  when  the  re- 
bels were  in  pofleilion  of  that  town,  for  a  protection,  and 
whether  he  did  not  reply,  what,  give  a  pafs  to  you,  who 
have  been  ferving  the  Devil  all  your  life  ! 

Richard  Grandy  obtained  a  pafs  from  Father  Edward 
Murphy,  parim  Pried  of  Bannow,  (fee  his  affidavit  in  the 
Appendix,  No.  IV.  and  Murphy's  harangue  in  the  camp  of 
Carrickbyrne,  encouraging  the  rebels  to  extirpate  heretics.) 
It  appears  alfo,  that  the  rebel  magiftrates  prefiding  at  Tagh- 
mon,  viz.  John  Bryan,  James  Harper,  Jofeph  Cuilamore, 
and  Mathew  Commons,  gave  it  as  their  opinion,  that 
Richard  Grandy  would  be  perfectly  fafe  in  pafTing  through 
the  country  with  the  pafs  obtained  from  Father  Edward 
f  Murphy. 

*  There  were  fix  Priefts  of  this  name  in  the  county  of  Wexford,  more  or 
lefs  concerned  in  the  Rebellion,  Eadrmu,  Edward,  James,  Bryan,  Joha, 
and  Michael. 
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Murphy.*  We  may  judge  of  Catholic  loyalty,  from  the 
momtrous  defertions,  and  the  treachery  of  the  Popifti  Yeo- 
men. There  were  twenty-four  Papifts  in  Col.Le  Hunte's 
corps,  and  twenty  of  them  joined  the  rebels.  Of  thefe 
Edward  Fitzgerald  was  worth  8ool.  a  year,  and  Roach, 
his  permanent  Serjeant,  was  an  opulent  farmer.  In  the 
Coalgreny  corps,  fixteen  Papifts  proved  difloyal ;  forty-fix 
in  the  Caftletown.  Mod  of  the  Papifts  in  Do&or  Jacob's 
numerous  corps  joined  the  rebels.  One-third  of  the  Clane 
corps,  in  the  county  of  Kildare,  with  Doctor  Efmond,  their 
Lieutenant,  were  traitors.  -Some  of  the  Popifh  members 
of  the  Sepulchre's  corps  in  Dublin,  formed  a  confpiracy  to 
murder  the  Proteftant  members  of  it.  It  was  difcovered, 
that  rhe  majority  of  the  Popifh  Yeomen  in  Dublin,  had  taken 
the  United  Irishman's  oath,  and  were  determined,  in  viola- 
tion of  their  oath  of  allegiance,  to  join  in  fubverting  the 
Proteftant  State.  In  moll  of  the  corps  of  the  province  of 
Leinfter,  the  majority  of  the  Popifh  Yeomen,  were  dif- 
loyal ;  and  almoft  the  whole  of  the  Popifh  Yeomen  in  the 
Carrick-on-Suir  corps,  in  the  county  of  Tipperary,  proved 
traitors.  Lieutenant  Clinch,  of  the  Rathcool  infantry,  was 
hanged  for  having  confpired  with  the  Popifh  Yeomen  of  it, 
to  murder  their  Proteftant  feUow-fqldiers.  He  owned  it 
was  a  Popifh  plot,  and  that  Father  Haroldf  had  organized, 
r.nd  fworn,  all  the  rebels  for  fome  miles  round  him  ;  and 
he  imputed  his  mifconducl:,  and  the  ignominious  death 
which  he  fuffered,  to  the  advice  of  that 'traitor. 

Flow  many  traitors  at  Dunlavin  were  mot  in  one  day,  all 
of  the  Popifh  perfuafion,  and  Yeomen?  Great  numbers  of 
Paphls  were  very  zealous  to  enrol  themfelves  in  the  Yeo- 
men corps  of  Wexford,  and  its  vicinity,  a  (hort  time  before 
the  rebellion  broke  out,  for  the  purpofe  of  obtaining  arms, 
and  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  difcipline.  Near  two  thoufand 
P;ip;hS  did  the  like  in  Dublin,  and  they  were  propcfed  to  the 
d.fFcrent  corps  by  perfons  who  afterwards  proved  to  be  noto- 
rii  us  rebels.  Not  a  fingle  inftance  can  be  adduced,  of  a 
Fro\ettant  Yeoman  having  become  unfaithful,  after  the  23d

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of  May.-  Such  of  the  Popifh  Militia  as  had  been  enrolled 
for  three  or  four  years,  much  to  their  honour,  remained 
fteady  ;  and  why  ?  becaufe  by  (hitting  often  from  one  place 
to  "another,  their  minds  were  enlarged,  and  the  fanguinary 
and  intolerant  principles  which  their  refpe&ive  parifh  Priefts 
had  infufed  into  them,  were  in  a  treat  meafure  obliterated  ; 
befides,  they  found  that  their  officers,  whom  they  were 
taught  to  regard  as  hereiics,  were  generous  and  humane. — • 
A  Popifh  fervant,  who  was  arretted  in  Dublin  confeffed 
his  guilt,  and  faid  that  22.000  Popiih  fervants  were  fworn, 
and  were  to  have  rifen  there  on  the  23d  of  May  ;  and  it  has 
fince  been  difcovered,  that  the  lower  clafs  of  Popifh  female 
fervants  were  fworn,  and  were  to  have  co-operated  on  that 
occafion,  which  mufthave  been  known  to  their  Rifhops  and 
Priefts.  Not  a  fingie  Proteftant  fervant  in  Dublin  was 
charged  with  treafon,  after  the  rebellion  broke  out,  23d  of 
May. 

Doctor  M'Kenna  imputes  much  of  the  horrors  of  the 
rebellion  to  Orangemen,  and  though  he  admits  that 
twenty  Popifh  Priefts  were  at  the  head  of  a  Popifh 
army,  he  denies  that  Papifts  were  materially  concerned 
in  the  rebellion  ;  but  as  he  is  a  Papift,  due  allowance 
mould  be  made  for  his  bigotry  and  partiality  ;  >beildes,  he 
was  Secretary  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  in  1792,* 
which  it  is  believed  was  the  firftgerm  of  that  revolutionary 
fvftem,  which  has  fmce  appealed,  and  as  he  afterwards 
enlifted  under  the  banners  of  Government,  on  getting  a 
pen  Hon,  we  may  fuppofe  that  he  is  now  endeavouring  ta 
conciliate  his  Roman  Catholic  friends,  by  Tinging  his  paiino- 
dia.  During  the  fitting  of  that  Committee,  the  Defenders 
were  more  outrageous  than  at  any  other  period,  and  even  ap- 
proached the  metropolis.  The  officers  of  the  Militia  caa 
declare,  whatbafe  and  unremitting  attempts  were  made,  to 
perfuade  the  Popifh  foldiers  to  join  the  Union,  and  to  turn 
their  arms  againft  their  country. 

Veritas  afks,  6i  is  it  the  excommunicated  Priefts,  the 
drunken  and  profligate  couple-beggars,  the  very  faeces  of  the 
church,  who  appeared  active  in  rebellion,  that  Verax  fe- 
lects  as  examples  in  fupport  of  his  charge  againft  Catholic 
principle  ?"  It  can  be  proved,  by  the  teflimony  of  indivi- 
duals, and  the  ftrongeft  moral  evidence,  that  the  body  of

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the  Romifli  Pricfthood  were  engaged  in  the  caufe  of  the> 
Union.  Father  Hufley,  the  Titular  Biftiop  of  Waterford, 
kindled  combuftion  in  the  province  of  Munfter,  very  early 
in  the  year  1796,  by  the  publication  of  his  Paftoral  Letter, 
but  much  more  by  his  inflammatory  Sermons,  and  yet  he 
never  was  regarded  as  a  couple-beggar.  It  is  univerfally 
allowed,  that  by  them  he  occafioned  a  coolnefs  and  a  repa- 
ration between  the  Proteftants  and  the  Papifts  of  Water- 
ford,  who  had  long  forgotten  their  ancient  and  mutual  pre- 
judices, and  had  affociated  together  in  the  moft  cordial 
friendship.  I  have  been  well  informed  that  treafonable  affo- 
ciations  began  in  his  diocefe,  foon  after  he  made  his  vifitatioa 
through  it  in  April  1797. 

The  congregations  of  the  following  Chapels  in  the  county 
of  Wexford,  with  their  refpe&ive  Parifh  Priefts,  whofe 
names  are  annexed,  folicited  the  civil  magiftrates,  by  a 
folemn  Addrefs,  fo  early  as  the  month  of  November  1  797, 
to  give  them  an  opportunity  of  exculpating  themfelves  from 
the  foul  fufpicion  of  being  united,  by  exhibiting  the  oath  of 
allegiance  to  them,  and  they  were  accordingly  fworn  at  their 
refpe6tive  altars  on  the  26th  of  November,  where  they  took 
one  of  the  ftrongeft  oaths  of  allegiance  that  could  be  in* 
dited.

The  faid  Priefts  and  their  congregations,  and  thofe  of 
the  parifhes  of  Killenerin  and  Ferns,  and  of  the  chapels  of 
Kilmallock,  Caftlebridge,  and  Ballymonaboy,  voted  Ad- 
drefles  to  Lord  Camden,  expreflive  of  their  loyalty  to  the 
Kingand  his  Government,  on  the  12th  of  April  1798.  In 
all  the  faid  parifhes,  and  in  the  following,  viz.  Ennif- 
corthy,  including  many  Unions,  Wexford,  Kilrufti, 
Ferns,  Templefliambo,  Kilbride,  and  Camolin,  and  in 
various  other  parifhes,  the  Popifh  inhabitants,  incited 
by  their  refpecYive  Priefts,  continued  to  take  oaths  of 
allegiance,  and  to  deliver  up  pikes  to  the  magiftrates,  the 
entire  week  preceding  the  rebellion,  which  lulled  them,  and 
the  Government  into  a  fupine  and  fatal  fecurity.  All  that 
time  they  continued  to  exhort  their  flocks  to  loyalty  ;  but 
fome  magiftrates  were  alarmed  by  this  ominous  cir  cumftance, 
that  the  Priefts  were  conftantly  confefTing  their  flocks  the 
■week  preceding  Whit-Sunday,  when  the  rebellion  broke 
out  in  the  county  of  Wexford,  preparing  them,  as  it  was 
fuppofed,  for  that  glorious  crufade.  It  is  impoftible  that 
thefe  Priefts,  who  knew  all  the  fecrets  of  their  flocks,  could 
be  ignorant  that  the  infurrecYion  and  maflacre  were  deter- 
mined on  fome  month?  before  ;  but  the  very  active  part 
which  they  took  in  it,  proves  this  beyond  a  doubt. 

Father  Francis  Kavenagh,  of  Gorey,  was  one  of  the 
oldeft,  and  was  confidered  as  one  of  the  mod  liberal  and  re- 
fpe&able  parifn  Priefts  in  the  county  of  Wexford;  and  yet 
his  guilt  was  fo  evident,  on  the  trial  of  Matt  new  Waddock, 
held  at  Arklow,  the  1 8th  of  June,  and  again  on  the  trial  of 
Father  Redmond,  his  Cura'e,  who  was  hanged  at  Gorev, 
that  General  Needham  would  have  had  him  tried,  but  for 
the  interference  of  Lord  VIountnorris,  and  fome  gentle- 
men, who,  in  confederation  of  his  age  (for  he  was  75  years,) 
prevailed  on  the  General  todifchaige  him.    Father  Roach, 

the

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the  General,  hanged  at  Wexford,  officiated  at  the  chapel 
of  Poulpeafty:  Father  John  Murphy,  hanged  at  Tullow, 
did  the  like  at  Boulavogue:  Father  Michael  Murphy,  mot 
at  the  battle  of  Arklow,  was  parifh  Prieft  at  Ballycanew  : 
Father  Edward  Redmond,  parifh  Pried:  of  Ferns,  marfhalled 
his  flock,  and  led  iheni  to  the  battle  of  Newtownbarry,  on 
the  i  ft  of  June  :  Nicholas  Stafford,  Curate  to  Nicholas  Red- 
mond, parifh  Prieft,  was  a  notorious  rebel,  and  is  now  a 
fugitive.  It  was  proved  on  the  trial  of  Denis  Doyle,  a  re- 
bel, at  Gorey,  the  29th  of  November,  1798,  that  he  in- 
cited the  rebels  to  a  general  maffacre  of  ProtefUnts,  and 
Father  Byrne  did  the  iike.  Father  Dixon,  of  CafUebridge 
chapel,  has  been  fentenced  to  tranfportation :  Father  Mich. 
Lacy,*  parifh  Priefi:  of  Kilmuckbridge,  faid  Mais  for, 
and  frequently  harangued  the  rebels  at  Vinegar-hill  camp. 

It  appeared  by  an  affidavit,  fworn  before  General  Faw- 
cett,  the  5th  of  July,  1798,  that  Fathers  Byrne  and  Shal- 
low were  active  in  promoting  the  rebellion,  at  Carrl'ckbyrne 
camp.  Father  Edward  Murphy,  parifh  Prieft  of  Bannow, 
harangued  the  rebels  at  Carrickbyrne  camp,  and  incited 
them  to  extirpate  heretics  in  the  following  words :  <fi  that 
their  fuccefs  was  vifibly  the  work  of  God,  who  was  deter- 
mined, that  the  heretics,  who  had  reigned  upwards  of  one 
hundred  years,  mould  now  be  extirpated,  and  the  true  Ca- 
tholic relig'on  be  cftablifhed."f  Father  Keane,  known  by 
the  title  of  the  biefled  Prieft  of  Bannow,  was  very  active  in 
the  rebel  camps,  and  fo  were  Father  James  and  Father 
Brien  Murphy,  the  latter  parifh  Priefr  of  Taghmon. 

Father  N  icholas  Redmond  made  his  flock  pray  openly  for 
the  fuccefs  of  the  rebellion  while  it  lafted. 

Much  to  the  credit  of  Father  Nicholas  Synnott,  he  re- 
nounced the  Union,  retired  from  his  parifh  during  the  rebel- 
lion, and  would  not  return  'till  it  was  extinguished. 

Father  Ryan,  near  Arklow  was  murdered  in  the  month 
of  January  1799,  becaufe  he  was  loyal. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Barry,  parifh  Prieft  of  Fermoy,§  who  is 
very  amiable  and  humane,  evinced  on  all  occafions  the  moft 

unfhaken

unfhaken  loyalty ;  for  which  reafon  his  houfc  and  proporty 
was  lately  deftroyed,  and  an  attempt  was  made  on  his 
life. 

I  have  undoubted  authority  for  faying,  that  it  was  re- 
folved,  by  a  committee  of  aiTaiTi nation,  at  Cork,  in  April 
•1798,  tojnurder  the  amiable  Doclor  Moylan,  Titular  Bi- 
fnop  of  Cork,  in  order  to  get  rid  of  him,  on  account  of  his 
fteady  loyalty;  and  at  the  fame  time  to  throw  the  odium  of 
it  on  the  Oiangemen,  or  Proteftants,  to  whom  it  would 
unquestionably  be  imputed. 

All  thefe  Priefts  had  lived  in  the  efteem  of  Dr.  Caulheld, 
and  of  their  parifhioners  of  every  perfuafion  before  the  Re- 
bellion. 

We  find,  that  in  the  counties  of  Mayo  and  Sligo,  Fathers 
Gannon,  Sweeny,  Prendergaft,  M'Donnell,  O'Donnell, 
Cowley,  Deafe,  and  Conry,  were  active  in  promoting  the 
rebellion.  The  latter  was  hanged  at  Caftlebar.  Father 
Harold,  of  Rathcoole,  is  under  fentence  of  tranfportation. 
A  Pried:  at  Monailereven  was  hanged.  Father  Meara,  of 
Nenagh,  Father  O'Brien,  of  Doone,  and  Father  Kennedy, 
of  Caftle-Otway,  all  in  the  county  of  Tipperary,  were 
found  to  be  concerned  in  the  rebellion  ;  and  the  two  former 
were  lentenced  to  be  tranfported.  Father  Neal,  of  Bally- 
macoda,  near  Youghal,  was  convicled  of  having  given 
abfolution  for  murder,  and  of  having  figned  the  death-war- 
rants of  different  perfons,  to  promote  the  Union.  Thomas 
Neal,  an  opulent  farmer,  was  hanged  at  Cork,  in  the  fum- 
mer  of  1  798,  for  having  been  prefent  and  afhfting  at  the 
murder  of  Patrick  Reilly,  at  Ring,  near  Youghal  ;  and 
as  he  lived  very  far  from  that  place,  and  went  to  at- 
tend that  aiTaffinaticn  directly  from  the  above  Priefl's  houfe, 
to  whom  he  was  nearly  related,  it  is  univerfally  believed 
that  he  was  incited  to  it  by  him.  He  declared  to  Edward 
Hoare,  Efq.  his  Landlord,  and  a  ma^iilrate,  the  day  before 
his  execution,  that  he  meant  to  continue  loyal,  and  to  have 
joined  Lord  Boyle's  corps,  but  that  he  was  feduced  from  his 
duty,  by  fome  of  his  near  relations,  who  perfuaded  him  to 
fwear  <e  not  to  pay  any  more  rent,  or  ty the?  ;  tojointhe 
French  ;  to  deftroy  afj  Proteftants,  and  falfe  Brothers." — 
Similar  oaths  were  exhibited  in  1797,  in  mod  parts  of 
Munfter.  Two  Priefts  were  killed  m  the  battle  of  New- 
tovvnbarry,  and  two  in  the  battle  of  Kiiccmny.  Fathers 
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Martin  and  T  ravers,  of  the  county  of  Wicklow,  were 
actively  concerned  in  the  rebellion.  Doctor  M'Nevin,  a 
Papift,  fwore  before  the  Secret  Committee,  that  the  Irifli 
Priefthood  were  well  affe&ed  to  the  caufe,  and  that  fome 
of  them  propagated,  with  difcreet  zeal,  the  fyftem  of  the 
Irifh  Union.  By  "  difcreet  zeal,"  he  meant  thofe  who 
fecretly  fomented  it,  preferving>  at  the  fame  time,  the  ap- 
pearance of  loyalty,  in  contradiftin&ion  to  thofe  fanatics 
who  acted  as  Generals.  The  Popim  Prelates  did  not,  in  a 
body,  exhort  the  Roman  Catholics  to  loyalty,  and  a  peacea- 
ble deportment,  till  the  26th  of  May,  and  few,  if  any  of 
them,  did  fo  individually,  previous  to  that  period.*  Now 
is  it  pofiible,  that  they  could  not  have  known,  that  a  treason- 
able plot,  for  fubverting  the  Conftitution,  and  Separating 
the  two  kingdoms,  had  exifted  for  two  years  ? 

As  the  camp  on  Vinegar-hill,  and  the  proceedings  which 
took  place  there,  form  a  ftriking  feature  in  the  rebellion,  I 
will  give  a  concife  account  of  it,  becaufe  it  will  refute  many 
of  Veritas's  afTertions.  Father  John  Murphy,  of  Boula- 
vogue,  in  the  parifh  of  Kilcormick,  by  far  the  mod  cele- 
brated of  the  Church  militant  heroes,  fet  out  on  his  crufade 
in  faid  parifh,  on  Saturday  evening  the  26th  of  May  ;  -  and 
he  had  previoufly  fo  effectually  organized  his  fectaries,  that 
he  was  attended,  in  a  few  hours,  with  a  numerous  band  of 
rebel  foldiers,  with  whom,  in  the  courfe  of  that  night  and 
next  day,  which  was  Whit- Sunday, he  defolated  ten  parimes, 
murdering  all  the  Proteftants  he  could  find,  and  burning 
their  houfes.  The  moft  noted  perfons  who  fell  a  prey  to  his 
fanguinary  rage,  were,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Burrowes,f  of  Kil- 
muckridge,  whofe  houfe  he  burned,  and  murdered  him  and 
{even  of  his  parifhioners,  who  had  taken  refuge  in  it  ;— the 
Rev.  Mr.  Turner,  of  Ballingale,  and  five  of  his  parifhioners, 
who  fought  an  afylum  under  his  roof ; — Mr.  Darcy,  a 
young  gentleman  of  large  fortune,  and  of  very  honourable 
connexions;  —  Mr.  Bookey,  Lieutenant  of  the  Camolin 
cavalry,  met  with  the  fame  fate,  and  their  houfes  were 
burned. — On  the  fame  day,  viz.  Whit-Sunday,  he  engaged 

a  detachment

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a  detachment  of  the  North  Coik  Militia,  at  Oulart.  It 
confifted  of  feven  officers,  and  one  hundred  privates,  of 
which  he  killed  the  whole,  except  one  officer,  one  ferjeant, 
and  three  privates ;  and  all  their  arms  and  ammunition  feH. 
into  their  hands.  Next  day,  he  attacked  and  took  the  town 
of  Ennifcorthy,  after  a  very  gallant  defence  made  by  the 
garriron,  commanded  by  Capt.  Snowe,  of  the  North  Cork 
regiment.  On  the  retreat  or"  the  King's  troops  to  Wexford, 
which  was  fndden  and  precipitate,  the  rebels  feized  all  the 
Proteftants  of  that  town,  and  the  adjacent  country,  and 
committed  them  to  prifon.  They  then  formed  an  encamp- 
ment on  Vinegar-hill,  which  is  quite  dofe  to  tie  town, 
and  continued  to  occupy  it  until  the  2lft  of  June,  when 
they  were  driven  from  it  with  confiderable  (laughter  by  the 
King's  troops.  On  that  day,  Father  Clinch  was  killed  in 
the  field  by  the  Earl  of  -Roden.  During  that  time,  they 
daily  led  out  of  the  different  prifons,  irom  twenty  to  thirty 
Proteftants,  whom,  after  a  mock  trial,  they  butchered  in 
prefence  of,  and  as  a  regale  to,  the  rebels  while  on  parade  ; 
and,  horrid  to  relate  !  they  aiierwards  heard  mafs  celebrated 
by  one  of  their  Prieft?,  of  whom  no  lefs  than  twenty  or 
thirty  conftantly  attended  the  camp, 

"  Where  fighs  and  groans,  and  fhriek?,  that  rend  the  air, 
"  Were  made,  not  marked  ;  where  violent  forrow  ieemed 
"  A  modern  e'itacy  ;  the  dead  man's  knell 
"  Was  there  fcarce  alked  for  whom  !** 

Shakespeare. 

Some  fcenes  of  the  .deeped  tragic  woe  occurred  in  the 
courle  of  thefe  butcheries  ;  and  it  is  univerfally  believed, 
that  not  lefs  than  four  hundred  Proteftants  were  murdered  in 
this  manner  on  that  hill.  Many  of  them  were  magrftrafes, 
men  of  fortune,  opulent  farmers,  or  fhop- keepers,  whofe 
wealth  might  h  ive  tempted  their  avarice,  or  provoked  their 
envy  ;  but  the  pooreft  Proteftants  were  equally  the  objects 
of  their  fanguinary  fury.  - 

One  or  two  indances  will  (hew  how  thefe  feenes  of  fava- 
gery  were  conducted  :  John  Connors,  his  wife  and  daugh- 
ter, were  taken  pri;oner$  to  the  hill,  where  they  faw  John 
Piunket  and  J.  Rigley,  two  Proteftants,  on  their  knees,  in 
front  of  the  rebels  on  parade,  who  formed  a  half  moon. 

G  While 
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"While  thefe  three  prifoners  were  on  their  knees,  one  James 
D'Arcy,  an  opulent  corn  fa£r.or,  ftepped  forward,  and  fhot 
Rigley  with  a  horfe  piftol  ;  he  then  charged  it  with  great 
deliberation,  and  told  Plunket  infultingly,  that  he  would  do 
his  bufinefs,  and  then  fhot  him.  Having  charged  it  again, 
he  (hot  Connors,  and  he,  on  falling,  dragged  his  old  wife 
with  him,  as  fhe  had  put  her  arm  under  his  to  fupport  him. 
His  poor  old  wife  told  D'Arcy,  that  fhe  now  wifhed  he 
•would  kill  her ;  on  which  he  fwore  he  would  do  fo,  and  was 
proceeding  to  effect  it,  but  fome  rebels,  more  humane  than 
the  reft,  interpofed,  and  prevented  him.  Thefe  circum- 
ftanees  were  related,  on  oath,  at  Wexford,  by  the  widow 
and  daughter  of  Connors,  on  the  trial  of  D'Arcy.  Brien 
Neal,  of  Ballybrennan,  was  led  to  execution  in  prefence'of 
his  aged  father  and  a  brother.  Having  afked  for  a  fair  trial, 
he  was  refufed.  He  then  made  a  requeft,  that  inftead  of 
torturing  him  with  pikes,  they  would  ihoot  him  ;  on  which 
a  rebel  (truck  him  on  the  head  with  a  carpenter's  adze,  after 
which  he  daggered  a  few  (leps,  and  fell,  when  one  Jofeph 
Murphy  fhot  him.  His  father  was  then  put  on  his  knees, 
hut  the  executioner  miffed  fire  three  times  at  him  ;  on  this, 
Father  Roach,  the  General,  who  prefided  at  the  execution, 
defired  him  to  try  whether  the  firelock  would  go  off  in  the 
air ;  and  having  accordingly  made  the  experiment,  it  went 
off.  Father  Roach,  thereupon,  declared  him  innocent,  and 
difcharged  him  with  a  protection,  having  imputed  his  efcape 
to  the  interpofition  of  Divine  Providence.  One  of  Neat's 
fons  was  burnt  in  the  barn  of  Scullabogue. 

Unheard-of  tortures  were  practifed  on  the  hill.  A  Pro- 
teftant,  faved  by  the  interpofition  of  a  rebel  captain,  who 
had  a  warm  friendfhip  for  him,  fwore  the  following  affidavit 
before  a  Magiftrate:  "  That  on  the  iff  of  June,  he  faw  a 
man  fitting  on  the  ground  there,  with  no  other  clothes  to 
cover  him,  than  a  piece  of  ragged  blanket  :  that  his  eyes 
were  out,  his  head  and  body  were  fwelled,  and  his  cheeks 
were  covered  with  ulcers  :  that  on  deponent's  exclaiming, 
what  a  miferable  object  that  is !  the  poor  wretch  uttered 
fome  inarticulate  founds,  but  could  not  fpeak,  from  which 
he  fuppofed  that  his  tongue  had  been  cut  out.  That  an 
armed  rebel,  whom  he  believed  to  be  one  of  the  guards, 
faid,  that  he  was  under  punifhment,  and  mentioned  fome- 
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thing  of  flow  death,  indicating,  as  he  fuppofed,  that  he 
was  to  fuffer  fuch  a  death." — The  following  fuperftitious 
practice  frequently  took  place, on  the  hill:  A  large  tub  of 
water  was  carried  into  the  camp,  where  one  of  the  Priefts 
blefied  it  by  throwing  fome  fait  into  it,  and  by  uttering  fome 
cabaliftical  expreffions  over  it.  Then  the  rebels  kneeling 
round  it,  were  fprinkled  with  holy  water  by  the  Priefts,  who 
uled  whifks  of  broom,  or  heath,  for  that  purpofe.  Thus 
thtfe  fanguinary  monfters  vainly  imagined,  that  they  could 
atone  for  the  many  murders  they  had  committed,  and  con- 
ciliate the  Divine  favour,  by  fo  abfurd  and  ridiculous  a 
ceremony,  performed  on  the  very  fpot,  polluted  by  the 
blood  of  fo  many  Proteftams. 

As  firnilar  practices  took  place  at  the  camp  of  Carrick- 
bvrne,  which  was  the  prototype  of  that  at  Vinegar-hill,  I 
think  it  right  to  defcribe  fome  of  the  abominations  which 
were  committed  there,  and  in  its  vicinity.  It  was  formed 
the  ill  of  June,  and  the  rebels  marched  from  it  to  Rofs, 
four  miles  diftant,  on  the  5th  of  that  month.  During  its 
exigence,  the  rebel  chiefs  occupied  Scullabogue,  the  houfe 
of  Mr.  King,  which  was  within  half  a  mile  of  it ;  and 
they  fent  detachments  of  pikemen  round  the  adjacent  coun- 
try, to  collect  fuch  Proteftants  as  had  not  made  their  efcape. 
They  feized  no  lefs  than  two  hundred  and  twenty-one  of 
them,  and  imprifoned  them  at  Scullabogue,  where  they 
kept  them  till  they  were  almoff.  itarved  ;  and  on  the  5th  of 
June,  the  day  that  the  battle  of  Rofs  took  place,  they 
burned  one  hundred  and  eighty-four  of  them  in  Mr.  King's 
barn,  and  fhot  thirty-feven  of  them  in  the  front  of  his 
dwellirg-houfe.  In'  this  number  there  were  men,  women, 
and  children,  of  all  ages,  from  eighty  to  twelve  years  old.  It 
is  not  to  be  doubted,  but  that  one  hundred  and  eighty-four 
bodies  were  found  in  the  barn,  and  thirty-feven  outfide  of  it, 
who  were  thrown  into  the  dyke  of  a  hedge  and  covered  lightly 
with  earth.* 

When  the  unfortunate  victims  were  put  on  their  knees  to 
be  fhot,  the  pikemen  were  heard  to  fay  to  them,  "  if  you 
will  give  me  your  watch,  I'll  take  care  that  your  body  fhall 
be  decently  buried."  It  has  been  declared  upon  oath,  that 
Father  Shallow,  a  parith  Prieil,  liberated  and  faved  txo 

young

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young  people,  for  whom  he  had  a  regard  :  and  that  he  re- 
filled to  releafe  a  man  of  the  name  of  Dobhyn  and  his  three 
fons,  who  perifhed  in  the  flames,  though  his  wife  folicited 
him  to  coib. 

It  appears  from  undoubted  authority,  that  Nicholas 
Sweefman,  John  Murphy,  of  Loughnageer,  and  Walter 
Dcvereux,  rebel  Captains,  and  farmers  in  good  circurn- 
fiances,  were  fuperintending  this  dreadful  carnage.  The 
latter  faid  to  a  Yeoman,  (who  was  fo  fortunate  as  to  make 
his  efcape  while  the  barn  was  on  fire)  "  it  is  thus  we  will 
ferve  all  heretics." — Thi.c  fact  has  been  verified  upon  oath. 
Many  Proteftants  were  mafiacred  in  the  camp  of  Carrick- 
byrne,  with  the  fame  circumftances  of  cruelty  and  barbarity, 
as  took  place  at  Vinegar-hill  ;  and  fimilar  atrocities  were 
practifed  in  the  camp  near  Gorcy,  which  continued  in  the 
vicinity  of  that  town  for  many  days.* 

Veritas  fays,  "  When  it  pleafed  the  Irifh  Legiflature  to 
take  away  the  means  of  education  from  the  Irifh  Catholics, 
no  other  medium  was  left  by  which  to  reftrain  thofe  unruly 
pafiions,  and  furious  propenfities  of  the  lower  orders,  which 
no  laws  however  terrific  could  reftrain,  which  no  authority 
of  magiftrates  could  awe  into  good  order,  but  that  they 
yielded  to  the  milder  influence  of  religion  ;  and  the  continual 
admonitions  of  their  clergy,  and  the  refpect  they  bore  to- 
v/aids  the  minifters  of  religion,  were  more  effectual  in  quell- 
ing tumult,  preventing  diforder,  and  preferving  integrity 
anions  them,  than  all  the  ftatutes,  tribunals,  and  gibbets, 
that  the  (late  could  produce."  Now  let  the  reader  judge 
on  what  grounds  this  affertion  (lands.  A  Popifh  conspiracy, 
of  a  very  extraordinary  nature,  was  discovered  in  the  year 
1729.  The  P>.omim  Prelates  or  Ireland  obtained  a  Bull 
from  the  Pope,  "  to  raife,  by  the  fale  of  indulgences,  a  fum 
of  monev,  to  be  fpeedily  applied  to  reftore  James  HI.  to 
his  right,  and  to  put  King  George  and  all  the  Royal 
Family  to  the  fword.  Eveiy  communicant  was  to  receive 
plenary  indulgence  for  his  fins,  on  paying  two  pence,  on 
faying  the  Lord's  prayer  five  times,  and  once  the  apoltles 

creed  ;

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creed  ;  and  all  approved  confeflbrs  had  power  toT.bfolve  in 
all  cafes."  Teigc  M'Carthy,  a'ias  Rabagh,  an  ir.fn  Pre- 
late, was  actively  concerned  in  this  conipiracy,  which  toolc 
place  in  the  year  i  729.  It  may  be  feen  at  large  in  the  6th 
volume  of  the  Commons  Journals,  page  342.  From  the 
year  1758,  to  the  year  1765,  the  fouth  of  Ireland  uas 
diduibed  by  a  fet  of  Popifh.  infurgents,  called  White  boys, 
who  ccmmitied  great  enormities.  By  the  affidavit  of  one 
Father  Mathias  O'Brien,  coadjutor  to  the  titular  Archbifhop 
of  Cafhel,  fworn  before  the  Mayor  of  Kilkenny,  it  appears, 
that  that  Prelate  fomented  thefe  in  fur  reel  ions,  and  that  he 
fwore  the  faid  Prieft  to  be  true  to  the  Church  of  Rome,  and 
the  Pretender,  to  extirpate  herefy,  and  to  affift  the  French 
on  their  landing.  His  evidence  was  corroborated  by  that  of 
one  Meara,  another  Prieft,  and  of  Mr.  James  Farnell,  of 
Rehill,  in  the  county  of  Tipperary  ;  and  it  appeared  by  it, 
that  a  Bull  had  been  obtained  from  the  Pope,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  raifing  money  by  the  fale  of  indulgences,  to  forward 
thefe  traitorous  defigns.  The  famous  Father  Nicholas 
Sheehy,  a  notorious  traitor,  was  hanged  at  that  time,  and 
though  convicted  of  the  mod  infamous  crimes,  on  the 
cleared  evidence,  many  of  his  fectaries  have  had  the  effron- 
tery to  fay,  that  he  was  murdered  ;  and  many  of  them  have 
afTerted,  that  not  a  Tingle  perfon  of  the  Jury  who  convicbd 
him,  died  a  natural  death,  which  is  utterly  fa1  fe. 

The  common  herd  of  Papifts  daily  impute  many  miracu- 
lous cures  to  the  clay  taken  from  his  grave,  and  they  add 
him  to  the  bead  re!!  of  their  Saints.  The  Province  of 
Munfter  was  much  agitated  in  the  year  1774,  an^  a^a,n  m 
the  year  1786,  by  a  fet  oFPopifli  infurgents,  called  White- 
boy?,  who  committed  horrid  atrocities. 

Let  not  Ve:  has  fay,  "  thac  the  mild  influence  of  religion  has 
r  e  ft x  a  i  n  e  d  t  he  furl  011  s  p  r  ope  n  fi  t  i  es  of  t  h  e  lower  orders;**  for  their 
religion  encourages  them,  under  a  Proteftant  State,  by  remov- 
ing all  moral  reirraint  from  their  paiTions.  We  know  well 
thai  they  fpurr.ed  at  the  facred  obligation  of  an  oath,  before, 
and  during  the  prefent  rebellion  ;  at  which  we  cannot  be  fur- 
prifed,  as  the  Roman  Pontiff  has  always  inculcated,  that  no 
oath  can  bind  them  to  an  heretical  government.* 

Thus

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Thus  when  the  Emperor  of  Germany  took  a  folemn  oath 
to  adhere  to  the  peace  of  Weftphalia,  which  he  had  made 
m  the  year  1648,  with  the  Proteftant  Princes  of  the  Empire, 
Pope  Innocent  X.  in  the  mod  public  manner,  iffued  a  flam- 
ing Bull,  in  which  he  declared,  that  the  oath  was  null  and 
void,  as  no  oath  could  bind  him  to  heretics.  Father  Burke, 
Titular  Bifhop  of  OtTory,  publithed  and  avowed  the  fame 
doclrine,  in  his  Kiberma  Dominicana,  about  the  year  1770; 
and  though  the  Irifh  Prelates  pretended  to  difclaim  it,  we 
find,  that  the  mafs  of  the  Irifh  Papifts  follow  it  in  practice.* 

In  confequence  of  the  doctrines  of  their  Church,  which  I 
have  ftated,  they  ftand  in  point  of  morals,  exactly  on  the 
fame  fcale'  in  Europe,  that  the  Malays,f  do  in  Afia  ;  and 
Ireland  has  been  as  noted  for  afiaums,  as  Africa  for  Lions.

Veritas  fays,  that  the  charge  made  by  Verax,  comes 
forward  now  very  unfeafonably,  when  thofe  who  were  no- 
torioufly  a&Vive  in  the  Rebellion,  have  experienced  the 
Royal  Clemency.  This  obfervation  would  have  had  fome 
weight,  if  the  Royal  Mercy  had  foftened  the  ferocious  and 
fanguinary  fpirit  of  the  Popifh  multitude  ;  but  alas !  it  has 
not  had  that  effect;  for  nocturnal  robbery  and  aflafiination 
are  conftantly  pra&ifed :  in  many  parts  of  the  province  of 
Leiniler  a  Proteftant  cannot  with  fafety  deep  in  a  lone 
houfe,  without  a  ftrong  guard  :  the  manufacture  of  pikes 
continues ;  and  the  Popifn  rabble  are  as  prone  to  infurrection 
as  ever4 

Should  the  Roman  Catholics  regard  Veridicus  as  fevere, 
they  fhould  be  reminded,  that  their  Priefts  never  fail  both 
orally,  and  by  publications  conftantly  in  circulation,  to  de- 
nounce the  eftablifhed  religion,  as  a  peftilent  herefy,  which 
brings  the  frowns  of  the  Almighty  on  its  feftaries  in  this 
life,  and  dooms  them  to  eternal  damnation  hereafter.  One 
of  thefe  publications  entitled,  "  Fifty  Reafons,  why  the 
Holy  Roman  Catholic  Religion  ought  to  be  preferred  to  all

in  Bridge-ftreet ;  and  it  is  annually  diffeminated  among  the 
lower  clafs  of  people  by  their  Priefts.  Every  page  of  this 
wretched  volume  of  fiction,  is  replete  with  fallehood  and 
bitter  invectives  again  ft  the  eftablhTied  religion,  and  cannot 
fail  of  making  the  lower  clafs  of  people  rebels  to  a  Protef- 
tant  State.     I  give  the  following  extracts  from  it  :

"  Every  perfon  endued  with  reafon  muft  recoil,  on  read- 
<6  ing  a  treatife  on  the  Scapular,  a  pitiful  piece  of  fuperftU 
"  tious  nonfenfe,  which  is  conftantly  perufed  by  the  befotted 
"  wretches  who  are  in  that  holy  order;  and  they  are  very 
"  numerous." 

What  can  be  expected  from  a  rabble  drenched  with  the 
inebriating  poifon,  of  fuch  productions,  but  treafon,  robbery 
and  afTaftination  ! 

A  Poem  in  four  Canto's,    and  in  Hudibraftic  verfe, 
entitled  "  England's  Reformation,  from  the  time  of  Henry 

the 
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the  VIII."  was  publifhed  by  Peter  Hoey,  a  Popifh  Book- 
feller,  in  Dublin,  in  the  year  i  791.  It  was  written  by  one 
Thomas  Ward,  as  a  fat  ire  on  the  Reformation,  and  it 
abounds  with  ridicule  and  irony  on  the  illuftrious  characters 
who  were  the  chief  inftruments  in  effecting  that  glorious 
revolution.  This  production  contains  no  lefs  than  468 
pages. 

Now  I  would  recommend  to  the  nobility,  the  gentry,  and 
the  merchants  of  the  Roman  Catholics,  and  to  fuch  others 
of  their  body  as  are  not  infected  with  the  abfurd  and  fuper- 
ftitious  prejudices,  which  I  have  mentioned,  to  unite,  and 
to  reprefent  to  their  clergy,  that  they  will  defert  them,  un- 
lefs  they  agree  to  make  a  public  renunciation  of  thofe 
doclrines  and  practices,  which  are  difg'raceful  to  their  reli- 
gion, and  ruinous  to  the  morals  of  the  multitude. 

Let  them  imitate  the  wifdom,  the  liberality,  and  the  in- 
dependence of  the  Roman  Catholics  in  England,  who, 
much  to  their  honour,  in  the  year  1787,  fpurned  at  the  in- 
ordinate and  unreafonable  authority  which  their  Biihops 
attempted  to  ufurp  over  them,  and  vindicated  the  purity  of 
their  moral  and  political  principles. 

I  mall  conclude  with  giving  the  Reader  a  confefiion  of 
modern  Roman  Catholic  faith,*  contained  in  thirty-five 
Articles.  I  am  convinced,  that  the  refpe£tab'e  Roman 
Catholics,  to  whom  I  have  alluded,  would  defpife  it  ;  and 
that  even  the  vulgar  herd  of  bigotted  Papifts,  who  carry 
it  about  them  fecretly,  as  a  manual  of  devotion  and  edifica- 
tion, would  not  openly  avow  it.

Two  were  found  at  Gorey — one  in  the 
houfe  of  a  rebel  Captain,  another  in  the  box  of  a  Prieft 
there.  One  at  Carlow — and  one  on  the  perfon  of  Father 
Murphy  who  was  killed.

(ISP  I.) 

ORIGIN  OF  THE  POPE'S  TEMPORAL  POWER. 

AS  the  fpiritual  power  and  pre-eminence  which  the  Pope 
arrogated  to  himfelf,  arofe  from  his  great  temporal  pofief- 
ilons,  it  is  neceflary  and  pertinent  to  my  purpofe,  to  mew 
the  reader  how  they  were  acquired. 

The  1  n H re  of  the  Chriftian  Religion  was  clouded  at  an 
early  period  with  the  rites  and  ceremonies  of  Pagan  fuper- 
IVuion  ;  of  which  the  mod  prominent  was,  the  worfhip 
paid  to  the  images  of  thofe,  who  having,  duringtheir  lives, 
acquired  the  reputation  of  extraordinary  fancYuy,  were  de- 
nominated Saints.  This  practice  prevailed  fo  much  in  the 
reign  of  Leo,  Emperor  of  Rome  and  Conitantinople,  that 
he,  in  the  year  725,  publifhed  an  edi£t  againfl:  the  ufe  of 
images  in  churches,  which  he  confidered  as  a  veftige  of 
Pagan  idolatry, 

Gregory  II.  Bifhopof  Rome,  being  incenfed  at  this  edicl:, 
and  unwilling  to  comply  with  it,  encouraged  the  inhabitants 
of  Rome  and  Italy  to  revolt  from  their  liege  fovereign,  whom 
he  excommunicated,  and  having  abfolved  them  from  their 
oaths  of  allegiance,  they  elected  him  their  fovereign. 

Cardinal  Baronius,  the  Pope's  own  hiftorian,  relates  this 
fa£t,  and  fays,  "  that  Gregory  II.  did  caufe  both  the 
Romans  and  Italians  to  revolt  entirely  from  their  obedience 
to  the  Emperor."* 

Pope  Gregory  VII.  the  fcourge  and  the  terror  of  Sove- 
reign Princes  in  the  1 1  th  century,  quoted  this  tranfa&ion 
as  a  fan&ion  for  the  power  which  he  claimed,  and  fo  often 
exercifed,  of  excommunicating  and  depofirg  them. 

In  the  middle  of  the  8th  century,  Pepin,  fon  to  Charles 
Martel,  was  inflamed  with  the  criminal'  ambition  of  de- 
throning his  liege  fovereign,  Childerick  111.+  of  France,  and 

of

f  Childerick  was  thrown  into  a  xlungeon,  and  put  to  death. 


of  isfurping  his  Crown  ;  but  dreading  that  fo  notorious  an 
a£t  of  treafon  would  be  attended  wfrh  danger,  and  render 
him  odious,  he  had  recourfe  to  the  Apoftolical  See,  reputed 
in  that  dark  age,  the  Fountain  of  Virtue  and  Learning,  to 
cloak  the  deformity  of  fo  bafean  aclion. 

Having  promifed  Pope  Zachary  not  only  his  protection, 
but  that  he  would  grant  great  favours  to  his  See,  his  Holinefs 
complied  with  his  wifhes,  by  abfoiving  the  French  from 
their  oaths  of  allegiance,  and  confirming  the  ufurpation  of 
Pepin,  who  was  afterwards  crowned,  and  received  the  holy 
uncYion  in  the  year  751.*  In  return  for  this,  Pepin  ex- 
pelled the  Lombards  from  the  Maiquifate  of  Ancona,  and 
the  Exarchate  of  Ravenna,  which  they  had  a  mort  time 
before  wrefted  from  the  Grecian  Emperor,  and  conferred 
them  on  the  Roman  Pontiff,  who  commended  his  generous 
donation  of  the  property  of  others,  and  enlarged  on  the 
advantages  it  would  be  of  to  the  falvation  of  his  foul.— 
This  donation  was  fworn  to  by  Pepin,  and  confirmed  by 
his  fons,  Charles  and  Charlemagne. f — About  the  year  774, 
Defiderius,  a  Lombard  Prince,  entered  the  Pope's  territo- 
ries, and  befieged  Rome.  The  Pope  called  Charlemagne 
to  his  afMance,  who  expelled  the  Lombard  Prince,  de- 
prived him  of  his  dominions,  and  conferred  a  great  part 
of  them  on  the  Roman  Pontiff ;  in  return  for  which, 
he  procured  Charlemagne  to  be  elected  Emperor  of  Rome. 

As  a  mark  of  gratitude  for  this  favour,  Charlemagne 
went  to  Rome,  and  at  his  Inauguration,  performed  in  a 
church,  and  in  prefence  of  the  Roman  people,  he  fainted 
him  as  Vicegerent  of  God,  Vicar  of  Chrift,  Succeffor  of 
St.  Peter,  and  Superior  to  all  temporal  Princes.}  Thus  the 
keys  and  the  fceptre  flirted  together,  and  united  to  eftablifli 
civil  tyranny,  and  to  impofe  the  fetters  of  fuperrtition  on 
the  human  underftanding.} 

It  is  well  worth  remarking,  that  the  Pope  obtained  the 
Marquifate  of  Ancona  and  the  Exarchate  of  Ravenna,  by 
abfoiving  the  French  from  their  oath  of  allegiance,  and 
fan&ioning  the  dethronement  of  Childerick  III.  ;  and  that 
one  thoufand  and  forty-fix  years  afterwards,  he  was  deprived 

of

How  beautifully  is  this  vifitation  of  divine  juflice  on  the 
Pope  exprefled  by  Shakefpeare  ! 

"  There  is  no  fure  foundation  let  in  blood, 
"  No  certain  life  atchieved  by  others  death." 

'Till  the  clofe  of  the  9th  century,  the  Emperors  uni- 
formly prefided  at  all  councils,  decided  on  fchifms,  depofed 
Popes,  of  whom  they  difapproved,  and  regulated  not  only 
the  difcipline,  but  even  the  doctrines  of  the  church.  'Till 
the  above  period,  councils  were  denominated  after  the  Em- 
perors, and  not  after  the  Popes.  For  this  reafon  Eufebius, 
Bifhop  of  Nicomedia,  who  wrote  the  life  of  Contlantine 
the  Great,  in  the  4th  century,  called  him  the  General  Bifnop. 
The  Reader  will  find  this  fatisfactorily  proved,  in  the  tirfl: 
volume  of  Giannone's  Hiftory  of  Naples,  a  Roman  Catholic 
writer.

A  DECLARATION  OF  THE  PRINCIPLES  OF

alty bid  defiance  to  the  fhafts  of  malevolence  and  difafFe&ion, 
but  openly  to  avow  thofe  Principles,  and  declare  to  the  world 
the  objects  of  cur  Inftitution. 

We  have  long  obferved  with  indignation  the  efforts  that 
have  been  made  to  foment  Rebellion  in  this  kingdom,  by 
the  Seditious,  who  have  formed  themfelves  into  Societies, 
under  the  fpecious  name  of  United  Irijhmen. 

We  have  feen  with  pain  the  lower  orders  of  our  fellow 
Subjects,  forced  or  feduced  from  their  allegiance,  by  the 
threats  or  machinations  or  Traitors. 

And,  we  have  viewed  with  horror  the  fuccefsful  exertions 
of  Mifireants,  to  encourage  a  Foreign  Enemy  to  invade 
this  happy  land,  in  hopes  of  rifing  into  ccnfeq'ience  on  the 
downfall  of  their  Country. 

We,  therefore,  thought  it  high  time  to  rally  round  the 
Conftitution,  and  there  pledge  ourfelves  to  each  other,  to 
maintain  trie  Laws,  and  fupport  our  good  King  again  ft  all 
his  Enemies,  whether  Rebels  to  their  God  or  to  their  Coun- 
try, and  by  fo  doing,  fhew  to  the  world  that  there  is  a  body 
of  men  in  this  rfland,  who  are  ready  in  the  hour  of  danger, 
ro  (land  forward  in  defence  of  that  grand  Palladium  of  our 
Liberties,  the  Conftituijon  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 

obtained 
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obtained  and  eftablifhed  by  the  Courage  and  Loyalty  of  our 
Anceftors  under  the  Great  King  William. 

Fellow  Subjects,  we  are  accufed  with  being  an  Injiitution, 
founded  on  principles  too  fhocking  to  repeat,  and  bound 
together  by  oaths,  at  which  human  nature  may  fhudder; 
but  we  caution  vou  not  to  be  led  away  by  fuch  malevolent 
falfehoods,  for  we  folemnly  aflure  you  in  the  prefence  of 
the  Almighty  God,  that  the  idea  of  injuring  any  one,  on 
account  of  his  religious  opinion,  never  entered  into  our 
hearts :  we  regard  every  Loyal  Subject,  as  our  friend,  be 
his  Religion  what  it  may,  we  have  no  enmity  but  to  the 
enemies  of  our  Country. 

We  further  declare,  that  we  are  ready  at  all  times  to  fub- 
mit  ourfelves  to  the  orders  of  thofe  in  authority  under  his 
Majefty,  and  that  we  will  chearfully  undertake  any  duty 
■which  they  (hall  think  proper  to  point  out  for  us,  in  cafe 
either  a  Foreign  Enemy  (hall  dare  to  invade  our  coafts,  or 
that  a  Domeftic  Foe  (hall  prefume  to  raife  the  Standard  of 
Rebellion  in  the  Land.  To  thefe  Principles  we  are  pledged 
— and  in  fupport  of  them  we  are  ready  to  (hed  the  laft  drop 
of  our  blood.

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APPENDIX.

A  VINDICATION  OF  THE  INDEPENDENCE  OF 
THE  SAXON  AND  ENGLISH  CHURCHES. 

THE  Saxons,  who  were  Pagans  and  illiterate,  invaded 
England  about  the  year  450  of  the  Chriftian  sera,  and  drove 
its  inhabitants,  who  were  Christians,  into  Wales,  Cornwall, 
and  Scotland.  The  Saxons  were  converted  to  Chriftianity 
about  597,  A.  D.  by  AugufUne,  who  was  fent  as  a  mifli- 
onary  lor  th«t  purpofe,  by  Pope  Gregory  I.  ;  but  few  or 
none  of  the  fupertlitions  of  Popery  were  even  thought  of 
at  that  period,  and  fcarce  any  difference  exifted  between  the 
Romifh  and  the  other  Chriftian  Churches,  except  in  the 
time  of  celebrating  Eafter. 

About  the  year  679,  Wilfred,  Archbifhop  of  York,  ap- 
pealed to  the  Pope  againft  an  ordinance  made  by  a  fynod  of 
bifhops  and  prefbyters,  and  produced  a  Papal  order  again  il 
it.  Egfird,  King  of  Northumberland,  having  fubmitted 
the  Pope's  bull  to  the  confederation  of  a  council,  confining  of 
his  nobility  and  clergy,  they  rejected  it  with  difdain,  and 
had  Wilfred  imprifoned,  for  having  dared  to  appeal  to 
Rome.*  That  judicious  hiftorian,  Cane,  makes  the  fol- 
lowing obfervation  on  this  occurrence  : 

"  Thus  the  liberty  of  the  Saxon  church  was  vindicated 
on  the  clofe  of  the  feventh  century,  in  a  kingdom  of  the 
heptarchy,  confiding  of  no  lefs  than  fix  counties." 

In  the  year  60 1 ,  Auguftine  had  an  interview  with  the 
Welfh  Bifhops  and  Ciergy  at  Auft,  on  the  river  Severn, 
when  he  afked  them  to  fubmit  to  the  Pope  ;  but  they  re- 
fufed — having  faid,  that  they  were  under  the  government  of 
the  Bifhop  of  Caerleon,  who  was  their  fpiritual  guide,  under 
God.f 

By  a  law  of  Edward  the  Confeffor,  whofe  reign  began 
A.  D.  1041,  the  King  is  acknowledged  to  be  fupreme  head 

of

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of  the  church.  The  preamble  begins  thus* — ee  The  King, 
"  who  is  Vicar  of  the  Higheft.  King,  is  ordained  to  this 
"  end,  that  he  fhould  govern  and  rule  the  holy  church,  and 
(-  that  he  defend  the  fame  againft  wrong  doers,  and  root 
M  out  workers  of  mifchief."* — This  alludes  to  Papal  en- 
croachments. The  Saxon  clergy,  both  regular  and  fecular, 
married  till  the  reign  of  Edgar,  which  began  in  the  year 
960,  A.  D.  ;  and  then,  for  the  firfl  time,  an  attempt  wa£ 
made  to  prevent  the  former  from  marrying. 

The  venerable  Bede  tranflated  the  holy  fcriptures  in  the 
eighth  century  ;  Alfred  the  Great  in  the  ninth  ;  and  King 
Athelftan  ordered  a  new  verfion  to  be  made  of  them  in  the 
tenth  century  ;f — and  they  were  ordered  by  the  Saxon 
homilies  to  be  read  by  all  ranks  of  people.  At  the  fame 
time  the  Saxons  and  moft  other  barbarous  nations,  had  an 
extravagant  veneration  for  Rome,  on  account  of  its  ex- 
traordinary flock  of  relics,  and  becaufe  it  was  the  only  femi- 
nary  of  learning  in  that  dark  age. 

Tranfubftantiation  was  firft  invented  in  the  ninth  century. 
John  Scotus  Erigena-t  famed  for  his  learning  in  that  dark 
age,  wrote  a  treatife  againft  it,  as  an  innovation  ;  and  yet 
King  Alfred  placed  him  at  the  head  of  his  newly-ellablimed 
univerflty  of  Oxford. 

William  the  Conqueror,  like  Pepin  of  France,  was  de- 
firous  of  having  the  Papal  fan&ion  for  his  invafion  and  con- 
queft  of  England,  and  obtained  a  bull  for  that  purpofe  ;  but 
when  he  fucceeded,  he  refufed  to  do  homage  to  the  Pope — 
having  faid,  that  his  kingdom  fhould  not  fubmit  to  fuch  a 
mark  of  fervitude  ;  and  he  refufed  the  Englifh  Bifhops  the 
liberty  of  attending  a  general  council,  which  the  Pope  had 
fummoned  againft  his  enemies.§  He  prohibited  his  fubjeSs 
from  acknowledging  any  Pope  whom  he  had  not  previoufly 
received,  and  from  fubmitting  to  excommunication,  or  any 
jpiritual  cenfure  from  Rome  until  he  had  previoufly  given 
his  confent.!! 

William  Rufus  adopted  the  fame  conduct  towards  the 
Pope  ;  and  infifted  that  no  Archbifhop  or  Bifhop  fhould  fub- 
ject  himfelf  to  the  court  of  Rome.

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Henry  I.  who  began  h's  reign  in  1102,  made  a  fpirited 
oppofition  to  Papal  encroachments :  When  he  gave  permif- 
fjon  to  fame  Englifh  Bifhops  to  attend  a  council  held  at 
Rheims,  in  the  year  1 119,  he  warned  them,  that  if  any 
new  claims  were  flatted  by  the  Pope,  or  the  ecclefiaftics,  he 
was  determned  to  adhere  to  the  laws  and  cuftoms  of 
England,  and  to  maintain  the  prerogatives  handed  down  to 
him  by  his  predeceflbrs.  "  Go,"  laid  he  to  them,  "  falute 
the  Pope  in  my  name,  hear  his  apoftolical  precepts,  but- 
take  care  to  bring  none  of  bis  new  inventions  into  my  king 
dorn."* 

Pope  Calixtus,  in  the  year  1128  was  fending  Anfelm 
into  England  with  a  legatine  commifTion  ;  but  Henry  pro- 
hibited him  from  entering,  and  infixed  that  he  never  fhould, 
in  future,  fend  a  legate  into  England,  except  he  was  foii- 
cited  to  do  fo  by  the  Kin?  himfelf.f 

Henry  ILrefufed  to  admit  a  Pope's  legate  into  England, 
unlefs  he  firft"  fwore  to  attempt  nothing  againfl  the  King's 
prerogative.  J 

The  Conftitutions  of  Clarendon  were  enacted  by  him  ex- 
prefsly  again!!  Papal  encroachments. 

A.  D.  1272.  In  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  the  people  of 
England  entertained  ferious  thoughts  of  fhaking  off  the 
Papal  fuperftition  ;  and  the  Roman  Pontiff,  to  rivet  it  Wronger 
than  ever,  publifhed  his  decretals,  which  were  a  fet  of 
forged  decrees,  favourable  to  the  court  of  Rome,  whj  a 
were  fuppoled  to  have  pafled  in  the  fird  centuries  ;  but  the  e 
forgeries  were  fo  palpable,  that  the  Roman  See  was  obliged 
to  abandon  them  to  the  critic>.Jl 

The  following  acts  of  Parliament  were  made  agaigjl  the 
Pope's  fupremacy,  and  againft  making  appeals  to  th^cart 
of  Rome. 

The  35th  of  Edward  ift.  called  the  Statute  of  Crlide. 
The  27th  of  Edward  3d.  The  19th  of  Richard  2d. — - 
cap.  5. 

The  penalties  ena&ed  by  thefe  laws  were  conftantly 
enforced  by  the  courts  of  julVtce.  To  (hew  the  reader  the 
purport  of  them,  I  have  fele&ed  a  few  cafes. 

In  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  one  fubje£t  produced  a  bull  of 
excommunication  againit  another,  which,   by  the  common

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law  of  England,  was  adjudged  treafon  againft  the  King's 

Crown  and  dignity  ;  for  which  the  offender  mould  have 
been  drawn  and  hanged,  but,  at  the  inftance  of  the  chan- 
cellor and  treafurer,  he  was  only  banifhed  for  ever.* 

The  King  prefented  a  clerk  to  a  living,  in  the  province 
of  York  ;  but  the  ArchbilViop  refufed  to  induct  him,  becaufe 
the  Pope  had  conferred  it  on  another.  —  For  this  contempt, 
the  lands  of  this  prelate,  by  judgment  of  common  iazv,  were 
feized  into  the  King's  hands  during  the  archbimop's  lire.f 
Lord  Coke  obferves,  that  thisjudgment  was  by  com  men  lavj9 
before  any  ftatute  or  A<9:  of  Parliament  was  made  in  that 
cafe. 

Thefe  cafes  were  determined  in  Edward  the  Firft's  reign. 
In  the  35th  year  of  Edward  the  Firft,  the  Commons  com* 
plained  to  the  King  of  Papal  encroachments,  on  which  the 
ftatute  of  Carlitle  was  pafled  againft  them.  Lord  Coke  ob- 
ferves, that  there  are  many  biting  exprelTions  in  the  Parlia- 
ment rollagainft  the  Pope,}:  who  is  called  therein,  for  divers 
ufurpations,  the  common  enemy  to  the  King  and  the 
realm. 

In  his  reign  a  perfon  was  ordered  to  be  executed  as  a 
traitor,  for  having  produced  a  bull  of  excommunication 
againft  a  fellow-fubjecl: ;  and  this  according  to  the  ancient 
c&mmon  law  Jj 

In  the  40th  year  of  Edward  TIL  the  Pope  required  the 
King  to  do  homage  for  his  kingdom,  and  to  pay  anarrearof 
cneVVoufand  marks,  which  that  pufillanimous  Prince,  King 
John,  had  granted  annually  to  him  ; — but  Edward  and  his 
Parliament  treated  his  Holinefs's  demand  with  indignation 
mingJeJ  with  contempt  $ — In  all  the  fubfequent  reigns,  the 
courts  1 :;  juftice  enforced  the  penalties  prefenbed  by  the  laws 
v-hic'h  i'iave  cited,  againft  thofe  who  appealed  to  Rome,  or 
maintain  ;d  the  Pope's  fupremacy. 

It  is  icmarkabie  that  the  24th  and  25th  of  Henry  VII L 
which  renounce  the  fupremacy  of,  and  all  intercourfe  with, 
the  Pope,  contain  no  prohibition  or  penalty  againft  it,  which 
is  not  to  be  found  in  the  laws  of  Edward  I.  Edward  III.  or 
Richard  II.  but  particularly  the  latter.  The  preamble  of 
the  25th  of  Henry  VIII.  fets  forth  all  the  abufes  com- 
mitted ;  and  then  it  fates,  wherein  the  Bijhop  of  Rome  afore- 

faid,

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fail,  hath  not  only  been  to  be  blamed  for  ha  ufurpxtion  in  the 
premifes,  but  alfo  for  his  abufeng  and  beguiling  your  fubjecfs^ 
pretending  and  perfuading  them,  that  he  hath  power  to  difpenfe 
with  all  human  laws,  ufes  and  cu  flams  of  all  realms,  in  aV  cavf  s 
which  he  called  Spirituals  ;  which  matter  hath  been  vfn?~ped  and 
pradifed  by  him  and  his  predecejfors,  for  many  years,  in  great 
derogation  of  your  imperial  Crown,  and  authority  royal,  and 
contrary  to  right  and  confcience.  it  triads  the  penally  of  a 
pr&munire  which  (it  fates)  was  prefcribed  agamit  the  aiders, 
counfellois,  and  abettors  of  them,  by  the  16th  of  Rfchardll. 
One  of  the  crimes  laid  to  the  charge  of  Cardinal  YVclfey 
was,  that  he  exercifed  legatine  authority  in  England,  under 
a  commiflion  from  the  Pope  ;*  and  he  was  tried  four  years 
before  Henry  the  Eighth's  breach  with  hisHoIinefs,  which, 
as  Lord  Coke  obferves,  was  a  hijjrh  crime  by  common  and 
ftatute  law. 

In  the  year  1606,  Father  Lator,  a  Popifh  Prieft,  was  in- 
dicted in  Dublin,  under  the  ftarute  of  Richard  H.  for  having 
obtained  a  Papal  bull,  confirming  him  Apoftolic  Vicar 
General  in  the  diocefes  of  Dublin,  KTldare,  and  Ferns, and 
he  was  convicted  of  a  Praemunire.!  Doctor  Troy  favs  in 
his  paftoral  letter,  puhlifhed  fxi  1793,  ^erfrV  VUf  of 
England,  was  the  firft  Chriftian  Prince  that  attumed  eccle- 
fiaftical  fupremacy,  and  comrrmided  an  enflaved  Parliament 
to  ena<3  it  as  a  law  of  the  Stale.  7k:  Catholics  confider  it  an 
ufurpation, 

Chriftianity  was  introduced  into  Ireland  about  the  year 
430,  A.  D.  and  the  Irifh  continued  to  profcfs  it,  according 
to  the  Holy  Scriptures,  the  grand  charter  of  Chnftun?, 
from  that  time  to  the  year  1151,  a  period  of  above  feven 
hundred  years,  without  any  connection  whatever  with  the 
See  of  Rome.  The  Reader  wiH  find  this  unequivocally 
proved,  by  the  famous  Archbifhop  Ufher,  in  his  Treat ife 
on  the  Religion  of  the  ancient  Irifh.  It  is  a  pofitive  Faffr* 
that  Ireland  was  the  laft  country  in  Europe  that  fu  omitted  to 
the  Pope's  fupremacy.

Majefly's  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  and  made  Oath  on  the 
Holy  Evangelifts,  that  he  this  Examinant  was  attacked  and 
feized  at  the  Crofs-roads  of  Kilbride,  on  Sunday  the  3d  of 
June,  between  the  hours  of  nine  and  ten  o'clock  in  the 
morning  as  he  was  returning  frorri  a  Farm  he  has  on  the 
Lands  of  Kilbride,  by  feveral  peifons  armed  with  Guns, 
Pikes  and  Spears  —  that  amongft  the  number  were  Michael 
Poor,  Thomas  Poor,  Martin  White,  Richard  Shee,  Mar- 
tin Colhoun,  Nicholas  Brown,  Michael  White,  John  Mpran 
and  Laurence  Moran,  all  of  Kilbride,  aforefaid,  with  many 
others  whofe  names  Examinant  did  not  know  tho'  their  faces 
were  very  familiar  to  him  ;  he  was  conducted  from  thence 
to  the  Rebel  Camp  at  Carrickburn,  in  faid  county,  and  in  the 
afternoon  of  the  fame  day  he  was  brought  to  Mr.  King's 
houfe  at  Scolloboge,  that  he  was  introduced  into  a  room 
where  he  faw  Bagenal  Harvey,  of  Bargey  Caftle,  Efq; 
William  Devereur,  of  Taghmon,  Francis  Breen,  Nicholas 
Sweetman,  of  New  Bawn,  with  a  few  more  whom  he  did 
not  know,  but  believes  that  John  Colclough,  or  Ballyteigue, 
and  a  fon  of  William  Devereux  aforefaid,   were  of  the 
number  ;  that  he  was  clofely  examined  by  Bagenal  Harvey 
as  to  the  (late  of  Rofs  and  Duncannon  Fort,  and  whether 
he  was  an  Orange  Man  or  a  United  Man  ;  that  faid  Bagenal 
Harvey  prefTed  him  to  take  the  United  Man's  Oath,  and 
become  one  of  their  Community;  that  at  lad  he  obtained 
a  Pafs  from  faid  Bagenal  Harvey,  with  which  he  came  as  far 
as  Bryanftown,  where  he  was  (lopped  by  the  Rebel  Guard 
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flattened  there  ;  that  he  was  conduced  back  again  to  CoU 
lopfwell,  where  he  met  with  faid  Bagenal  Harvey  and  faid 
Nicholas  Sweetman  ;  that  Nicholas  Sweetman  figned  the 
Pafs  he  got  from  B.  Harvey  before;  that  he  had  not  gone 
far  before  the  Pafs  had  been  taken  from  him  and  torn,  upon 
which  he  was  taken  prifoner  to  Scolloboge  Houfe,  where  he 
was  confined  'till  Tuefday  morning  with  feveral  other  Pro- 
teftants;  that  about  nine  o'clock  John  Murphy  of  Lough- 
nageer,  (who  had  the  com  nand  of  the  Rofe-guriand  Rebel 
Corps,  and  was  officer  of  the  Guard  over  the  prifoners)  had 
ordered  them  out  by  fours  to  be  (hot  by  his  company  till 
Thirty-five  were  mafiacred  ;  that  the  Spearmen  ufed  to 
take  pleafure  in  piercing  the  victims  through,  and  with  ex- 
ultation licking  their  bioody  Sptars ;  that  whilfl  this  horrid 
fcene  was  acting,  the  Barn  in  which  were  above  One  Hun- 
dred Proteftants,  as  Fxaminant  heard  and  believes,  was  fef 
on  fire,  and  all  confumed  to  afhes ;  that  Examinant's 
•  life  was  fpared  becaufe  Murphy  knew  that  Bagenal  Harvey 
had  given  him  a  pafs,  and  that  through  his  imercellion  with 
Murphy,  Loftus  Frizzle  was  likewife  fpared  ;  that  they 
were  both  tied  and  conveyed  within  a  mile  and  a  half  of  Rofs, 
where  they  met  Bagenal  Harvey,  Cornelius  Grogan,  of 
Johnflowi,  in  faid  County,  William  Devereux  aforcfaid, 
and  many  others  retreating  from  the  Battle  of  Rofs. 

That  Bag.  Harvey  ordered  the  faid  Murphy  to  take  the 
two  piifoners  to  his  Lodging  at  Collopfwell,  where  he  had 
given  a  pafs  to  Loftus  Frizzle,  but  refufed  to  give  one  to 
Examinant,  for  fear  he  would  come  and  report  what  he  had 
feen  and  heard  at  Duncannon  Fort;  that  Deponent  heard 
and  believes  it  to  be  a  fact  that  faid  Cornelius  Grogan  had 
the  command  of  the  Barony  Forth  Rebel  Troops  at  ths 
Battle  of  Rofs;  that  Deponent  was  taken  to  Foulkes's  Mills 
that  night,  where  he  continued  for  two  davs  under  a  guard, 
cireiling  the  wounded  ;  that  he  was  afterwards  conveyed  to 
Ballymitty,  where  he  obtained  a  pafs  from  t'.dward  Murphv 
of  faid  place  to  pafs  and  repafs  through  his  diftncl:  for  the 
purpofe  of  curing  the  wounded — that  he  was  fent  to  I  agb- 
mon,  where  the  fitting  Rebel  Magi  Urates  John  Breen,  James 
Harpur,  Jofeph  Cullomore,  and  Matthew  Common-,  were 
of  opinion,  that  he  might,  with  the  Priefts  pafs  have  gone 
back  again  and  remained  there  ;  that  he  ftrolled  along  the 
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tea- fide,  tH!  as  fail  he  effected  bis  efcape  acrcfs  she  Ferry  of 
Bannow  to  Feathard  on  Friday  the  22dinft.  and  from  thence 
to  Duncannon  Fort  this  morning,  that  he  often  heard  it  re- 
ported whilft  in  coftody,  that  John  Colclough  and  Thomas 
Macord,  both  of  Tintern  in  faid  County,  were  very  active 
in  promoting  the  Rebellion — that  he  faw  John  Devereux, 
jtrn*.  of  Shilbeggan  in  faid  county,  at  Scolloboge,  on  Mon- 
day the  4th  inftant,  and  that  he  feemed,  and  believes  that  he 
had  a  principal  Command  in  the  Rebel  Army.    He  like  wife 
taw  Charles  Reily,  of  Rangers- Grange,  in  faid  County,  at 
the  camp  at  Carrick-Burn  amongft  the  Rebels,  very  bury 
and  active  to  promote  their  Caufe.    Deponent  farther  faith, 
that  he  attended  Mafs  celebrated  by  Edward  Murphy  afore- 
faid,  parifh  pried  §i  Bannow  ;  and  that  after  Mafs  he  heard 
him  preach  a  Sermon,  in  which  he  faid,  "  Brethren,  yea 
**  fee  you  are  victorious  every  where — that  the  Bails  of  the 
tfs  Heretics  By  about  you  without  hurting  you — that  few  of 
s;  you  have  fallen  whiff*  thoufands  of  the  Heretics  are  dead, 
<f  and  that  the  few  of  you  that  have  fallen  was  from  deviat- 
"  ing  from  our  Caufe,  and  want  of  Faith — that  this  vifibly 
•*  is  the  work  of  God,  who  now  is  determined  that  the 
Heretics,  who  have  reigned  upwards  of  an  hundred  years, 
ts  mould  be  extirpated,  and  the  true  Catholic  Religion  be 
fi;  E^ab^med." —  And  Deponent  faith,   this  Sermon  was 
Preached  after  the  Battle  of  Rofs,  and  that  he  heard  feveral 
Sermons  preached  by  the  priefts  to  the  fame  effect  ;  that  he 
like  wife  heard  many  Rebels  who  had  been  at  the  battle  of 
Enuifcorthy  and  etfewhere,  declare,  that  Father  Roach,  a 
Rebel  General,  did  conflantly  catch  the  Bullets  that  came 
from  his  Majeily's  Arms,  and  gave  them  to  his  men  to  load 
their  pieces  with.    Deponent  further  faith,  that  every  Pro- 
teilant  that  was  admitted  into  the  Rebel  Corps,  was  flrft 
Baptized  by  a  Prieft;  and  that  every  Proteftant  that  refufed 
to  be  Baptized  was  put  to  Death  ;  and  that  many,  to  fave 
ihelr  lives,  didfuffer  themfelves  to  be  Baptized.
